The ſaid Captaine Fraxcis Drak;, hauing in a former voy- 
age,intheyeares72.and 73.(the deſcription whereof is already 
imparted to the vciw ofthe world had a fight,and onely a ſight 
ofthe ſouth Aclantik, ;andthereupon eicher conceining anew, 
or renewing a former defircyof ſailingon the ſame,in an Engliſh 
bottomic z he ſo cheriſhed theiiceforward, this his noble deſire 
and reſolution in himſelfe, thatnotwichſtanding he was hinde- 
red for ſome yeares, partly by.ſecret envie at home, andpartly 
by. publique ſervice. for his Prince and countric abroad, 
(whercof Ircland ynder Walter Earle of Eſſex giues honorable 
ecſtimonije) yet againſtthe yeare 1577. by gratious commiſſion 
from his Soueraigne, &with the helpe of divers friends aducn- 
tures,he had fiteed hiroſelfe with five ſhips,» .

Theſe ſhips he mand with 164. able and ſufficient men, and 
furniſhedthem alſo with ſuch plentifull provifion of all things 
neceſſary, as ſo lang and dangerous avoyage did feemeto re- 
quire : and am thereſt, with certaine pinnacey 1 fra- 
med, but caried abroad in pieces, to benew ſet vp in ſmoother 
water,when occafion ſerued. Neither had he omitted, to make 
proviſion alſo for ornament anddelight,carying rorhis purpoſe 
with him,expert muſfrians,rich furnizure (all the vefſels for his 
rable,yea many belonging euento the Cogkeroome being'of 
pure filuer) and diuers ſhewes of all ſorts of curious workman- 
ſhip, whereby the ciuilitic and wagnificence ofhis nariue coun- 
rrie, might amongſtall nations whirher ſocuer he ſhould come, 
be the more adtnired, == eeraanes, bes h 
Being thus appointed wee ſet faile out of the ſound of Plim- 
mouth, abour 5.of the clockein the afrernoone November 15. 
ofthe ſame yeare,and running all that night Southweſt, by the 


morning werecome as farte as the Lyzard, where meeting the 
winde 2fSouthweſ (quirecontrarie to ourintended ul ) we 
were forced, with our fleet to > into Falmouth. 

The next day,towards cuen _ aroſe a ſtorme,continu- 
ing all that nihtand the day following ( eſpecially berweene 
10. ofthe clacke in the forenoone, and 5. inthe after noone) 
with ſachviolence, thatthough it were in a very good harbor, 
yer 2.of our ſhips viz, the Admirall (whercin our generall him- 
ſclfe went)and the Marigold, were faine to cut their maine maſts 
by board, and for the repairing of them, and many other dam- 
mages in the tempeſtſuſtained (as ſoone as the weather would 
giue lcaue) to beate backe'to Plimmouth againe, where wee all 
arriued the 13, day afterour firſt departure thence. 

Whence (hauing in few daics ſupplied all defefts)withhap- 
pier ſayles we once more put to ſea, December 13. 1577, 

As foone as we were out of fight of land, our Generall pave

ſide of this Ilandarethree 
hollow rocks, vnder whichare great ſtore of very wholeſome 
the mainca boats was ſehitto, ſoundthe harbor, and finding ir 
ſafe, and inthe very cnterance on the north ſide about 5.0r 6. 
fathome water (but atthe ſouther fide itis very dangerous) wee 
brought, in our whole flect Decewbey 27. andcontinuedthere 
till the Jaſt day of the ſame moncth, imploying ourleaſure, rhe 
meanewhile,in ſerring vp a pinnace,onc ofthe 4. brought from 
home in peices with vs,Our abode here was ſoone percciued by 
the inbabirants of the contrie, who comming tothe ſhoare, by 
fgnes andcries made ſhew, that they deſired to bee fetched a- 
boardta,whom our Generall ſent a boate, into which 2.0f the 
chickeſi ofthe Moores were preſently receiued, and one man of 
ours, in exchange;left a land, as a pledge for their rerurne, 

. They that came aboard were right courteoully entertained, 
with a daintic banquer,and ſuch gitts as they ſeemed to be moſt 


bur very.vglic fiſh to looke to,, L ying here about amilefrom - 


glad gof, thar,they mighe thereby vnderftand, that this fleere 


came wn peace and friendſhip, offering to traffique with them, 
_ TY for 


for ſuch commodities as their conrrie yeelded, totheir oiyne 
content. This offer they ſeemed moſtgladlyto accepr, and pro+ 
miſed, the next day,'to'refort againe, withſuch things asthey 
had ro-exchange for outs. It is a law atnongſt them to drinke no 
wine, notwithſtanding by ſtealtly it pleaſeth them weltro have 
it abundantly,aghge wasexperience/Ar their returne aſhoate, 
theyquietlyreftored the'pledgeawhich they had ſtayed,and the 
next dgy, at the howre appointed, returning againe, brought 
with th :amells, in ſheweloaden with wares to be exchan- 
ged for our commodities, andcalling fora boate in haſte, had 
one ſentthem, according to order, which our generall(being at 
this” preſent abſent)had giuen' before his departure tothe 
Ind, 4 1 | | 

Our boate comming| to the place of landing(which was a. 
mong the rocks.) one of our men called hn Fry, miſtruſting no 
danger, nor: fearing; ay harm pretended by chem; and there- 
fore intending ro become a pledge, according'to the order vied 
the day before, readilie ſtepr'our ofche boate and'rarme a kind, 
which oportunitie(being that which the Moores did looke for) 
they tookethe aduantage-of, and notonelythey which were in 
fight, layed hands on him: to'carriethimaway withehem, but a 


number more, which lay ſecretly hidden, did forthwith-breake- 


forrhifrombehindethe rocks, whithetthey hadconneyedthem- 
ſelues (as it feemertlvthe night before) forcing our men toleaue 
thereſcuirig ofhimthat was takenas captiue, aud with ſpeed to

 The-caule of this violence, was; a'deſire which theking of 
Feſſe had,” to vnderſtand what this fleer was,wherher any fore- 
runner of the kings off Pextugull orno, andwhatnewes of cer- 
taintie the fleet tmighegiue him; And therefore afterthat hewas. 
broughrto the kings preſence, and hadreportedthat they were

the king of Feſſe, we departed December 31, towards Cape 
Blanck, in ſuch ſort, that when Fry —_ hefound, to his 
grcat gricfe, thatthe fleet was gone: but yet, by the Wigs favor, 
he was ſent home into Exg/avd not long atter, in an Engliſh 
Marchants ſhip. $ | 

Shortly aftcrour putting forth of this harbour, we were mee 
with contrary windes and foule weather, which continued cill 
the fourth of [anuary : yet we ſtill held on our courſe, and the 
third day after, fell with cape De Gnerre in 30. deg. min, where 
wee lighted on 3. Spaniſh. fiſhermen called Caunters, whom 
we-tooke wich our new-pinnace, and caried alongwirh vs, till 
we came to Ris Del. Oro, iuſt vnder the Tropickof Cancer : 
where wich ourpinnace alſo we took a caruel], From Bence, till 
the fifccenth day, we ſailed on towards cape Barbos, where the 
Marigold tooke a caruell more, and ſoonward to cape Blaxck 
till the next day at night. | F rr (3000 0137 

This cape licth in 20, deg. 30. min. fhewiogit ſclfevpright 
likethe corner of a wall, to them that come towards it from the 
North, hauing, betweenc it and cape Barbas, lowe, fandy,and 
_y white land all the way. Here we obſerucd the ſouth Guards, 
calledthe Croſters g. deg. 30. min. abouethehorizon, Within 
the cape, we: tooke one! ſpaniſh ſhip moreriding at-anchor(all 
her men being fled aſhoarc ia the boateſaue two)which, with- 
allthe reſtwe had formerly taken, we caticd into the harbor, 3. 
leagues within the cape. | mA 

Here: our 'generall determined, for certaine dayes ro make 
bis abode, both for that theplace afforded plenty of freſh vic- 
tualls, for the preſent'refreſhing of our men, and fortheir fu- 
ruce ſepply ar ſea(by reaſon of rhe infinite ſtore of diuers ſorts ar 
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an, his pinnacc being ready, landed his com-

ood fith, which are there tafie to be taken, even withinthe 15-5, 
Rarbor: the like whercaf, is hardly to be found againe, in any 
partof the world) as alſo, becauſeir ſerucd very hirly, for the dit- 
parching of ſome other buſineſſes thar we bad. During the time 
of our abode inthis place, our __ being alhoare was viſi- 
red by cerraine ofthe people of the country, who broughe 
downe with them a woman a <Aoore ( wich her lictle babe han. 
ging vpon her dry dugge; having fcarce life in herſelfe, much 
a milke ro nouriſh her child)to be ſould as a horſe, or a cow 
and calfe by her fide, in which ſort of merchandiſe our generall | 
would not deale, Burthey had alſo Amber-greece, with cer- * 
taine gummes of ſome eſtimation, which they broughrto ex. 
change with our men for water(whereof they hauegreat want) 
ſo that comming with their _M/orges(they are learhern bags 
holding liquor)ro buy water, they cared not at whar pricethey 
bonghtir, fo they might haue to quench theirthirſt, A very hea- 
uie 1udgement of God vpon” thatcoaſt ! Thecircumſtances 
whereot conſidered , our generalt wouldreceiuve nothing of 
them for water, but freely gaue it them that came to him, yea 
and fed them alſo ordinarily with our viQtualls; in cating where. 
of, their manner was notonely vnciuill, and vnſightly ro vs, bur 
cuen inhumane and loathſome in itſelfe.. * 

And having waſhed and trimd our ſhips, and diſcharged all 
our ſpaniſh priſes, excepting one Cawntey (for which we gaue ro 
theowner one of our owne ſhips viz.the Chriſtopher)and one * 
caruell formerly boundeo Saint 7ego,which we cauſed to acotn. 
panie vs hirher, where thee alſo was, difcharged: after 6, dayes 


abode here, we departed, direing our courſe for the Ilands of /4#+22. 


cape Verde, where(if apy where)we were of neceffity to ſtore 
our fleet with treſh” warer, for a long time, for that our genetall 
iarended from thence, torunne along courſe(cuen tothe coaſt 
of Braſi)withourt touch of land. And now, having the winde 
conſtantar I 9rth Exft & Exft North Exft, which is viuall aboot 
thoſe parts, becauſe ir blowerh almoſt continually from the 

ſhoare. 74na4ry thic 27, we coafted Bonzviſte, and the next day

Here landing, in hope of traffique with the inhabitants far 
water, we fuund a Towne, not farre from the waters fide, of. a 
great oumber of deſolafe and ruinous houſes, with a poore na- 
ked Chappell or Oratory, ſuch as ſmall ceft and charge might 


ſerue and lufficc, being to ſmall purpoſe, and as it ſeemeth one- 


ly to make a ſhew, and that a falſe ſhew, contrary to the, nature 
of a ſcarcrow, which fearcth birds from comming nigh; this en- 
tiſeth ſuchas paſſe by to hale in, and looke for commadiry, 
which 1s not atall ro be found there; thoughin the inner parts 
of the Ilandit bein great abundance. 

For when wee found the ſprings and wells which had beene 
there (as appeared) ſtopped vp againe, and no other water, to 


- purpoſe, to bee had to ſerue our need, we marched vp to ſeeke 
ju more conuenient place to ſupply our want, oratlcaſt ro 
fee whether the people would be dcalc withal,to helpe vs there- 


in. Inthis trauelling, we found the ſoile to be very fruitfull, ha- 
uing euery whereplentyaf fggetrees, with fruite vpon moſt of 


them. Bur inthe vallies andlow ground,where little low cotta- 


ges were built, were pleaſant vineyards planted, bearing then, 


ripe and moſt pleaſant grapes, T;here were allo tall trees, without 


any branch till che rop, which bate the Coco wnts, There were 
alſo great ſtore of certaine lower trees, with long and broad 
leaues, bearingthefruit which they call 2/antgres, 19 cluſters to- 
gether like puddings, a moſt dainty and wholeſome fruit, All 
oftheſe trees were euen laden with fruit,ſomeregdy tobe caten, 
orhers comming forward, others ouer-ripe. Neither can this 
ſeeme ſtrange, though about the middeſk of Winter with vs,for 
thatthe Sunnedoth neuer withdraw himſelfe farther off from 
chem,but that with bis lively heate he quickeneth and ſtrengthe- 
nethihe power of che ſoyle and plat; neither cuer haue they 
any 
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any ſach froſkand 
appearance; - TOILET 16; ITS SHO! 

_ We found uery good wareritidiverſephaces;' but ſ>ifaxte off 
fromthe roade, that wee could norwith: afy reaſonable paines 
'enioy it. The people would by no meanes be induce#to hane 
any conference with vs, bur keepingin the moſt: ſiweerand friuit- 
full vall'cs among the hils , where' their: cownes/ardd places'of

Being deparred from Mo, the next day wee paſſedby the

The'onely inhabitant of this Hand is ahHeremit , - as we ſup 
poſe, for we ftoundno' other houſes but one;;:builtas ir ſcemed 
for ſuch wpurpoſr; and he wasſo delighted in hs ſolitatie living, 
that he would by no meanes abide ovr:comming, but fled, lea-

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This alſo was obſeruable, that of our whole fleet, beingnow 
6. in number, notwithſtanding the vncouthnes of the way, and 
what .cuer other difficulties, by weather orotherwiſe wee mer 
withall, notany one, ia all this ſpace, loſt company of the reſt; 
except onely our Portugall priſe for one day, who Harch 28. 
was ſeuerced from vs, but the day following <AMarch 29. ſhee: 


found vs againe, to both her-owne, and our no little:comfort:; 


ſhec had in her 28, of our men, andthebeſtparr ofall our provis 


ſion for drinke; her ſhort: abſence cauſed much doubtingand! 
ſorrow inthe whole 'companie, neither could ſhee then haue- 


been finally loſt, withourtthe ouerthrow of the whole voyage. 
Among themany ſtrange creatures which weſawe, we tooke 
- heedfullnotice of one, as ſtrange as any , to wit, the flying fiſh, 
a fiſh of the bignes and proportion, of arcaſonable or middle 
ſort of Pilchards: hee hath finnes, -of the length of his whole 
body, fromthe bulk co thetop ofthe taile, bearing the forme, 
and ſiipplying the like vfe ro him, that wings doe to other crea« 
rures.By the helpe of theſe finnes,whe he is chaſed of the gonito, 
or great mackrel(whom the Asrats ordolphin likewiſe purſueth) 
and hath not ſtrength to c{capeby ſwimming any longer, hee 
lifreth vp. himſelfe aboue the water, and flicth a pretty height, 
ſometimes lighting into boates or barkes as they faile along: 
The quills of their wings are ſo proportionable, and' finelie [ct 
together, with a moſt thinne and dainty filme, that they might 
ſeeme to ſerue, fora much longerand higher flight, but the dric» 
nes of themis ſuch, after ſome 10, or 12; ſtrokes, that hee muſt 
needs intothe water againe to moiften thera, whichelſe would 
grow ſtiffeand vnfit for motion. The increaſe ofthis liztle and 
wonderfull creature is in a manner infinitethe fry whereoflicrh 
vpon the vpper part of the waters, in theheate ofthe Sun, as 
duſt vpon the face of the earth, which being in bigneſſe of a 
wheat ſtraw,and in length an inch moreorlefle, do continually 
exerciſe themſclues in both their faculties of nature: wherein, 
if the Lord had not made them expert indeed, their generation 
could not haue continued, being ſadefiredaprey roſomany,

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1578, which greedily hunt afterthem, forcing them tocſcape in the 
ayre by flight, when they cannot in the waters live in (afery, 

Neither arc they allwayes free, or without danger, in their fly- 

ings bur as chey eſcape one euill, by refuſing the waters, ſo they 
ſometimes, fall into as great a miſchicte, by mounting vp into 

the ayre, and that, by meanes of a great and raucning toule, na- 

med of ſome a Doz or Spurkzte, who feeding chietcly, on fuch 
 fiſhas he cancomebyat aduanrage, in theic ſwimming in the 

brim ofthe waters, or leaping abouethe ſame, preſently ccaſech 

vpon chem with great violence,making great havock, eſpecially 

* amongſt theſc flying fifhes, though with ſmall profic ro h1miſclfe, 

. There is another ſort of fiſh, which likewiſe flioth in rac ayre, 

named a Cu#t:{/: its: the fame, whoſe bones the gold{mithes 
commonly vſc, or at leaſt not vnlike that ſort, a multitude of 

which, have at one time, intheir flight, fallen into our ſhips, a- 

mongſt our men. 

Pafling thus, in beholding the moſt excellent works of the 
etcrnall God inthe ſeas, as if, we had beenoin agarden of plea- 
ſure. Aprill 5,we fell with the coaſt of Bralll,in 4 1.deg. 30. min, 

Aprils, towards the pole Antartick, where the landis lowe neere.the 
ſea, but much higher wichin the countric ; hauing in depth not 
aboue 12. fathome, 3. leagues off from the (hoare : and being 
deſcried by the inhabitants, we ſawe great. and huge fires, 
made by them in ſundry plaes. Which order of making fires, 
though it be vniuerſall, as well among Chriſtians as heathens, 
yetis it not likely that many doe vſe it to thar end, whichthe 
Brafilians doe : to wit, for a ſacrifice to Deuills, whereat they 
intermixe-many and diuers ceremonies of conturarions, caſting 
vpgreat heapesof ſand, tothis end, char if any ſhips, ſhallgo 

about to ſtay vpon their coaſts, their miniſtring ſpirits may 
make wrackof them, whereof the Portugalls by the loſle of dis 

uers of their ſhips, hauehad oiten experience. . 

Inthe reports of Magellanes voyage, it is (aid, thatthis peo- 
ple pray to no maner ofthing, bur ]1ue only according to rhe in- 
ſtin&ofnature, which if it were true, there ſhould ſeeme ro be a+

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wonderfull alteration in them, ſincethar rime, being fallen from 
a fimple and naturall creature, to make Gods of Deuills; Bur 
I am ofthe minde, that ir was with them then, as now itis, one- 
ly they lacked then the like occaſion, to pur it in praiſe which 
now they haue: for then, they lived as a free people among 
themſclues, but now,arc in moſt miſerable bondage and (lauery, 
botk in body, goods, wife, and children, and lifeit ſelfe ro the 
Portugalls, whoſe hard avd moſt cruell dealings againſt them, 
forceth them to flic,into the more vnfruirful parts of their owne 
land, rather there to ſtarue, or at leaſt live miſerably with liber- 
tic, then ro abide ſuch intollerable bondage, as they lay vpon 
them vſing the aforeſaid praQtiſes with deuills, both tor a re» 
uenge againſt their opprefſors, and alſo for a defence, that they 
haue no further entrance into the country. And ſuppoſing in- 
deed, that no other had vſed travell by fea in ſhips, bur Deir 
enemies onely, they therefore vied the ſame at our comming : 
notwitſtanding, our God made their deviliſh intent of none ef- 
fe; For albeir there lacked not (within the ſpace of our falling 
with this coaſtforcible ſtormes and rempeſts, yet did weſaft- 


aine no damimage, but onely theſeperaringof our ſhips, out of - 


ſight fora few dayes. Here ourgenerall would have gone a- 
ſhore, but we could finde no harbor in many leagues. And 


therefore coaſting along the land, rowards the ſouth, Aprill 7. Ar. 7a. 


we hada violent ſtorme, for the ſpace of 3, houres, with thun- 
der, lightning, and rainein great abundance, accompanicd 
with a vehement ſouth winde, direQly againſt vs, which cau- 
ſed a ſeperation of the Chriftopher(viz. the Caunter whichwee 
tooke at cape'Blenck, in exchange for the Chriſtopher, whoſe 
name ſhe henceforward bore)from-the reſt of the fleet; 

Atter this, we kept or our courſe, ſometime tothe ſea ward, 
ſometimes toward the (hoate, bur alwayes ſouthward, as riecre 


as wecould s till _— 14-in the morning, at which time wee Apr. 14, 


paſſed': by” cape/:Swwm- CHiry,  whith lies" in'35. deg. tieere 
_ themouth of the river:of Plate: and'running within itabour 6, 
or 7. leagues along by the maine, we came to anchor ina bay,

Among other cares which our Generall tooke in this action, 
next the maine care of cfteting the voyage it ſelfe , theſe were 
the ptincipall andchiefly ſubordinate : to keepe our whole fleet 
{as necre as poſſible we could)together;to get freth water which 
is of continuall vie; andtorefrethour men wearied with long 
toyles.atſea, as oft as we ſhould find any opportunitie of effe- 
Ring the ſame.And for theſe cauſes it was determined,and pub- 
lique notice thereof giuen at our departure from the Ilands of 
cape Yerde, that the next Randeuous both for the recolleQing 
of our nauy (if ic ſhould be deſperſed) as alſo for watering, and 
the like, ſhould he the riucrof Plate: whither we were all co re- 
paire with all the conuenient ſpeed that could be made, and to 
ſtay onefor another, ifir ſhould happen that we could not ar. 
riue there all together ; andthe effec wee found anſwerable to 
our expeations,for here our ſeuered ſhip (as hath beene de- 
clared) found.vs againe, and here we found thoſe other helps al. 
ſo fo much defired, Thecountrey hereabour is of a temperate 
and moſt {weer aire, very faire and pleaſant to- behold, and be- 
ſides the exceeding fruitfulneſſe of the ſoile,its ſtored with plen. 
tic of large and mightie deere. | | 
; Notwithſtanding that in this firſt Bay wee found ſweer and 
wholſome watcreucg at pleaſure; yet the ſame day aſter the ar- 
riwall of the Gaunter, we remoued ſome twelue leagues farther. 
vp into another, where we found a long rocke,or rather Iland of 
rocks, not farre fromthe maine; making a commodious harbor, 
eſpecially againſt a Southerly wind : vader them we anchored, 
and rode till the 20. day atnight;in which ozcane ſpace wekilted 
diuers Scales, or ſga-wolues (as the Spaniard cals them.) which

Ar our very ficſt comming forth toſea againe,to wit,the ſame Apr. 27, 


night our flyboate the Swanne loſt company of vs: whereupon, 
thuugh our Generall doubted nothing of her happy'comming 
forward againe to the reſt of the fleectey- yer becauſe it was grie- 
uous to haue ſuch often loſfes, and that it was his duty as much 
as in him lay, to preuent all inconvenierices beſides, that might 
pomene determined to diminzthihe number of his ſhips,there- 

y todraw his men into Icfſe roome; that both the fewer ſhips 
might the better keepe company , andthatthey mighralſobee 
the becrer appointed with new and frefly ſupplies of proviſion 
and men, one to eaſe the burthen of another: eſpecially, for thiar 
he ſaw the coaſt (it drawing now-zoward VVimer-here) to bee 
ſubie ro-many and grienows ſtormes :- And therefore he conti- 
pued on his courſe, ro: find our aconuenicht harbour for' that 
vſc; ſearching all that coaſt from 38. ro#7-degrees (ax diligent- 
ly as contrary winds ant fundry ſtormes would permit) and yer 


found none for the purpoſe, Andimythemeantime viz {ay 8.by Mays, 


another ſtormethe Caunter alſo wasonee more ſeuered fro'vs. 


May 12. wee had fight of land, in 47.deg. where wee were Mey 12, 


forced to come to anchor in ſuch roade: as we could findfor rhe 
time.Neucrcheleſſo our GeneralFhamedthe plate cape Hopeby 
reaſon of a bay difcoucred within the hediand;which ſeetied ro: 
promiſe a good and commodious baibour; iBut by teaſon of

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many ftackes lying off from the place, wee durſt not aduenture 
with our ſhips into it without good and peak & diſcouery be.

Our Generall, eſpecially in matters of moment, was neuer 
wontto relye onely on other mens care , how truſty or skilfull 
ſocuer they might ſeemeto bezbut alwayes contemniag danger 
and refuſing no toyle, he was wont himſelte ro be one wholoe- 
uer was a ſecond at euery turne, where courage, *ill,or induſtry 
was to be imployed.; neither would hee at this time intruſt the 
diſcouery of theſe dangers to anothers paines, but ratherto his 
oWwne cxpaience in ſearching out and ſounding of them, A boar 
being therefore hoifed forth, himſelfe with ſomeothers the next 
morning, May 13, rowedinto the bay; and being now very nigh 
the ſhore,one of the men of the countrey ſhewed bimlelfe vato 
him ſeeming very pleaſant, ſinging ard danicing, after the noiſe

In this plage(the people being -remoned vpinto the country 
belike for teare of our comming) we foundneere vymo therocks, 
in. houſes made for chat purpoſe; as alſo indiversother places, 
great ſtore of Oſtriches at leaſt to the namber of 50, with much 
other foule ; ſome dried and ſome in drying for their ;prouifion,

we could not go ouer torhem on foot, Vherefore the Generall 
cauſed immediatly a boat to bee in readineſſe,,, and;ſent-vneo 
them ſuch things as he thought would delight them as kniues, 
bells, bugles, and whereupon they becing aſſembled together 
vpon a hill, halfe an Engliſh mile from the waters fide., ſent 
downe two of their company,running one.afterthe other wich 
a great.grace, traverſing their ground as it ſeemed after the many 
ner of their warres, by degrees deſcending towards the waters 
fide very ſwiftly. Notwithſtanding drawing nigh voto it, they 
made a ſtay , refuſing to come neere our men : which our men 
percciuing, ſent ſuch things as they had tyed with a ſtring ypon 
a rod, and ſtucke the ſame vp a reaſonable diſtance from them, 
where they mightſce ir. Andafloone as our men were departed 
from the place , they came and tooke thoſe things, leauing in- 
ſtead ofthem, as in recompence , ſuch feathers as they vie tO 
wearc about their heads,with a bone made in manner of a tooth- 

ick,carued round aboutthe top,and in length abour ſix inches, 
very ſmoothly burniſhed. Whereupon our Generall, with 
diucrs of his gentlemen and companie, axzlow water went out 
ro them to the maine, 

Againſt his comming they remained ſtill vpon the hill, and 
ſet themſclues in a ranke, one by one; appointing one of their 
company to runne before them fromthe one end of theranke 
tothe other, and ſo backe againe , continuallyEaſt and Weſt, 
with holding vp his hands ouer his head, and ycelding forward 
his body in his running roward the riſing and ſetting of che 
Sunne: andatcuery ſecond or third turne at the moſt, ereted 
bis body, againſt che midſt ofthe ranke of the people, liking 
himſelfe vau'ring-wiſe from the ground towards the Moone, 
being then ouer our heads: ſignifying thereby,as we conceived, 
that they called the Sunne and Moons (whom they 'ſerue for 


gods) 
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ods)to witneſſe,thar hs Is, rs vs but peace. 
But when they perceiued that we aſcended the hill apace, and 
drew nigh vnto them, they ſeemed very .fearetull of our com- 
ming. _ 
Wherefore our Generall not willing, to giue them any way 
any occaſion to-miſlikezorbe diſcomfited, retyredhis company, 
wherby they were ſo allured, and did fo therein confirme them- 
ſclues of vs,that we were no enemics,neither meantthem harm, 
that withoutal feare diuers came down with great ſpeed after vs, 
preſently entring into traffique with our men. Notwithſtanding 
they would receiue nothing at our hands but the ſame muſt be 
ficſt caſt vpon the ground, vſingthis word, Zuſ/ws, for exchange 
Tofttto caſt vpon theground, Andifthey miſliked any thing, 


they cryed Cor6h, Coroh, ſpeaking the ſame with ratling in the - 


throat. The wares we receiued fromchem were arrowes of reeds, 
feathers, and ſuch bones as are afote deſcribed. 

This people go'naked, except askin of furre which they caſt 
about their ſhoulders, whenthey fit orlye in the cold : but ha- 
uing any thing to do,as going or any other labour, they vle it as 
agirdle abour their loynes. They weare their haire very long,bur 
leſt ie might trouble them in their crauell, chey knit it vp with a 
roll of Oſtrich feathers, vſing the famerolls and haire together 

for a quiuer for their rrowes, and for a ſtore houſe , in which 
they carry the moſt things which they carry about them. Some 
of them wirhin theſe rolls ſticke on cither fide of their heads 
(for a ſigne ofhonourin their perſons)a large and plaine feather 
ſhewing like hornes afarre off: So that ſuch a head vpon a naked 
body (ifdiucls do appeare with hornes) might very nigh reſem- 
ble diuels. __ 

Their whole brayery and ſetting out themſelues ſtanderh in 
painting their bodies with diuers colours , and ſuch workes as 
they can deniſe. Some waſhtheir faces with ſulphure, or ſome 
fachlike ſubftance:ſome paint their whole bodies black Jeaving 
ohdy theirneckes behindand befor: white, much like our da- 
moſels that weare their ſetrates ,/ their neckevand breaſts _ 

ome 


Some paint one ſhoulder blacke, another whitez and: their ſides 
and legs ngerchangandy, wichihe ſame colgurs, ove filtcon: 
trary to the other. The black pare harh ſet ypon-iewhice moones; 
and the white part blacke Suns, being thEmarks and charaRers 
of their gods, as is before noted, | 

They haue ſome commodity by paintingobt their bodies, for 
the which cauſe they vſc it ſo generally; and that] gather to; be 
the defence it yeelderh again the piercing and nipping cold. 
For the colours being cloſe layd on vpantheir skinne, orrather 
in cheir fleſh, as by continuall renewing} of-theſe iuyces which, 
are layedon, ſoakt into the innexpart f, doth fill vpche 
pores ſocloſe that no aire or cold cat enter, or make them once 
ro ſhrinke, 

They hauecleane,comely, and ſtrong bodies : they are ſwift 
offoor, and ſceme very aQiue. . Neither is any thing more-a- 
mentable (in my judgement) then that ſo-goadly a _— and 
{o liuely creatures of God, ſhould bee. ignorant of the true; and 
living God#And ſo muchtie more is this to be lamented, by 
how much they arc more tratable,, and caic ro-bebroughtts 
the ſheepfoldof Chriſt : hauing in truth aland fufficientra,ve- 
compence any Chriſtian Prince in the world, forthe wholagra- 
uell and labour,coſt and charges beſtowed in that behalfe : with 
a wonderfull enlarging of a kingdome, beſides the glory of God 
by encreaſingof the Church of Chriſt, 

Its wonderfullxo heare,, being neuerknowne to Chriſtians 
before this time, how familiar they became in ſhort ſpace with 
vs; thinking themſelues robe ioyned with ſuch a people, as they 
ought rather to ſerue,then offer any wrong or iniurie vnto. Pre- 
ſuming that they might be bold with ourGenerall as with a Fa- 
ther, and with vs as with brethren and their neereſt friends; nei- 
ther ſeemed their loue lefle rowards vs. One of the chiefcſt 
amongthem hauing ona time receiuveda cap of our Generals 
head, which he did daily weare , removing bimſclfe bura little 
from vs, with an arrow pierced his legge deepely, cauſing the 
bloud to ſireame out yponthe ground: fignifying thereby, how 
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24 
wifainedly he loucd him, and giving therin a couenant of peace: 
Theonberof men which here did frequent our companie, 
wereabour fiftie perſons. Vithio, in the Sourhermoſt part of 
thisbay, there is ariut of freſh water, witha great many profi- 
table ilands;of which,ſome haue alwaics ſuch ſtore of Scales or 
fea-wolues as were able tomaintaine a huge army of men.Other 
Hands being many and great, are ſoreplenifhed with birds and 
foule, as if there were no other vituals, a wonderfull multitude 
of people might be nouriſhed by the increaſe of them for many 
poſterities. Oftheſe we'killed ſome with (ſhot, and ſome with 
ſaues, and rooke ſorne with our hangs, from mens heads and 
ſhoulders vpon which they lighted, We could not percciue that 
the people of the countrey had any ſort of boate or canowe, to 
cometo theſe Ilands. Their owne proviſion which they eate, 
for ought we could perceiue,was commonly raw.For we ſhould 
ſometimes find the” remnants of Seales all bloudy which they 
had gnawoe with their teeth like dogs: They go all of them ar- 
med, with a ſhort bow of about an ell in length in their hands, 
with arrowes of reeds, and headed with a flint ſtone, very cun- 
nivglycurt and faſtned. i! 

--Þhis bay by reaſon of the plenty of Seales therein found (in. 
fomuch'that we killed ewo hundred in the ſpace of one houre) 
we called Seale bay, And hauing now made ſufficient prouiſion 
of vicuals and other neceſlaries, as alſo happily finiſhed all oar 
Tunes, bulineſks, June. weſer faile from thence; And coaſting along 
16-12, towardsthe pole Antartick Tune 12. we fell with alinle bay , in 

whici: we anchoredfortheſpace of two dayes ſpent in the dif- 
cn21ging of our Caunter , the Chriſtopher, which wee here

. The 14.day we waighed againe,and kept on our courſe South- 
ward till che 17. and thencaft anchor in'another bay in 50. deg,

core var generall on: goed adviſe determined to alter his

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courſe; and turne his ſerne to the Northward againe, if happi- x 578. 
ly God would grant we might find our ſhip and friends whom 

we loſt in the great ſtorme, as is before ſaid, Foraſmuch as (if we 

ſhould enter the Straight without them in our company)it muſt 

needs go hard withthem; and we alſo in the meane time as well 

by their abſence;as by the vncertaintie of their ſtate, muſt needs 

receive no ſmall diſcomfort. 

And therefore Tune 18, in the morning putting to ſea againe, ,,, « 
with hartie and often prayers wee ioyned watchtull indally to : 
ſerue Gods good prouidence:and held on our purpoſe torunne 
backe roward the line into the ſame height, in which they werc 
firſt diſſeuercd from vs. 

The 19. day of Iune toward night, hauing ſayled within a few 7,4 19. 
leagues of port Saint /a//an,we had our ſhip in fight: for which 
we gaue Godtharkes wich moſt ioyfull minds. And foraſmuch 
as the ſhip was farre out of order, and very leake, by reaſon of 
extremity of weather which ſhe had endured, aſwell before hec 
loofing company asin her abſence: our Generall thought good 
to beare into Port Saint 7*/i2» with his fleet, becauſe it was ſo 
nigh at hand, and ſo convenient a place: intending there to re- 

: freſh his wearicd men, and cheriſh them which hadin their ab- 

) ſence taſtzd ſuch bitterneſſe of diſcomfort, beſides the want of 

i many things which they ſuſtained.

Being now come to anchor , and all things fitted and made 
ſafe aboard, our Generall with certaine of his companie, (viz. 
. Thomas Drake his brother, John Thomas, Robert Winter, Oliuer 
Ff the Maſter gunner, [obs Brewer, and Thomas Hood) lune 22. 
rowed further in with a boate to find out ſome conuentent 
place which might yeeld'vs freſh water, during thetime'of ur: 
abode there, and furniſh vs with ſupply for prouifion, to take ro 
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ſea with vs at our departure, Which worke as it was of great ne- 
cefſitic, and therefore carefully to be performed; ſodid not he 
thinke himſclfe diſcharged of his duty, if he himſelfe beſtowed 
not the fitft trauel! chereiv, as his vic was at all times in all other 
things, belongingto the relieuing ofour wants,and the mainte- 
nance of our. good eſtate, by the ſupply of what was needful!, 
Preſently vpon his landing he was viſited by two of the inhabi- 
rants of the place, whom cMagellare named Patagows, or rather 
Pentagours fron their huge ſtature,and ſtrength proportionable: 
Theſe as they ſeemed greatly torcioyce at his arrivall , ſo-did 
they ſhew chemſelues very familiar ,' receiuing at our Generals 
hands whatſocuer he gaue them , and raking great pleaſure in. 
ſecing Maſter Olizgrthe maſter gunner ofthe Admirall,to ſhoot 
an Engliſh azrow; trying with him to ſhoot atl:ngth, bur came 
nothing neere him. - | 
Not long after; came one moreof the ſame laſte, but ofa, 
ſowerer ſorte, for he, miſliking of the familiarity which his tel 
lowes had vſcd, ſeemed very angry with them, and ſtroue ear- 
neſtly to withdrawe them, and to turne them to become our e- 
nemies; Which our generall with his men not fuſpeQing in the, 
vied themas before : and one Mr. Robert Vinter, thinking of 
leaſure to ſhoote an arrow atlengrth, as Mr. Oliucr had done 
& that he which came laſt alſo might haue a ſight thereof, 
the ſtring ofhis bow brake; which, as before it was a terror vn- 
to them,ſo now broke, it gaue them great incouragement,and 
boldnes, and as they thought, great advantage intheir treache- 
rous intent and purpoſe ; not imagining that our callivers, 
ſwords, andtargets, wete any munition or weapon of warre. 
Inwhich*perſwaſion(as the generall with his companie 
were, quietly without any ſuſpition of euill, going downe 
towards his boate)they ſodainely being prepared,and gotrenby 
ficalch behinde them, ſhot their arrowes; and cheifely at him 
which had the bowe, not ſuffering him to ſtring the ſame a- 
Sane: which he was about to hanc done, as well as hee could : 
utbeing woundedinthe ſhoulder at the farſk ſhot, and ming 
| about, 
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about, was (ped with an arrow, which peirced his lunges, yet he 
fell not. But the Mr, gunner being ready to ſhoote of his calli- 
ver, which tooke not fire inlevelling thereof, was preſently 
flaine outright. Ia this extremitrie, ifour generall had not beene 
both expert inſuch affaires, ableto judge, and give preſent di- 
reion in the danger thereof, and had nor valiantly thruſt him- 
ſelfe into the dance, againſt theſe monſters, there had no'one of 
our men, that there were landed, eſcaped with life. Hethere- 
fore, giuing order that no man ſhould keepe any certaine 
ground, bur ſhitt from place to place,cncroaching ſtill yponthe 
enemie, vſing theic targets , andother weapons forthe defence 
of their boci :5,and thar they ſhould breake ſo many arrowes,as 
by any ameancs they could come by, being ſhot at them;where- 
in- he himſelte was very diligent, and carefull alſo incalling on 
them, knowing that their arrowes being once ſpent, they ſhould 
haue tneſe ene.nies at their deuotion- and pleaſure, to kill or 
ſaue, andtiiz order being accordingly raken,himſelfe I ay with 
a good courage andtruſt in the rrue and liuing God, taking and 
ſhooting off,the ſame peece, which the gunner could not make 
to take Fe. diſpatched the ficſt beginner ofthe quarrell;the fame 
man which ſlewe our Mr. gunner. .For the pecce being charged 
with a bullet, and haile (hor, and well aimed, tare out his bellic 
and gutes, with great torment, as it ſeemed by his cry, which 
was ſo hidcors and horrible a roare, as if-ren bulls had ioyned 
rogethcr in roaring, wherewith the courage of his partners was 
fo abated, andtheir hearts appalled, thatnotwithſtanding, di- 
ucrſe of their fellowes andcountriemen appeared our ofthe 
woods, on each fide : yet they were glad, by flying away, to 
ſave cthemſclues, quietly ſuffering our men cicherro depart or 
ſtay. Our US choſe rather co depart, rhento take further 
reuenge of them, which now he might, by reaſon of his woun- 


ded wan, whom for many good parts he loued dearely; and 
therefore would rather hauc ſaued him, then (laine an hundred 
enemies, bur being paſt recouery , he dicd the 2, day, afrerhis 
being brought aboardagaine. <2) 


That | 
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That night our Mr. gunners body bing left aſhoare, for the 
ſpeedier bringing ofthe other aboard ,our generall himſelfe the 
next day, with his boate well appointed,returned to the ſhoare; 
co fetch ir likewiſe : which they found lying where it was left, 
bur ſtript of his vppermoſt garment, and having an englith ar- 
ſtrucke in his right eye. 

Both of theſe dead bodies were layd together in one graue, 
with ſuch reuerence , as was fit for the earthen tabernacics of 
immortall ſoules ; and with ſuch commendable ceremonies, as 
belong voto ſouldiers of worth, in time of warre, whichthey 
moſt truly and rightfully deſerued. | 

Magellane was not altogether decciued, in naming them 
Giants; for they generally differ from the common ſort of

hauing brought his fleete to anchor vnder an Hand ,. hunſelfe, 
with certaine of his gentlemen, rowed in a boatetodeſcrie the 
paſſage ; who hauing diſcouered alſufficient way towardsthe 
North, in theic returne to their ſhips, meta cannowe vnder the 
ſamelland, where wee rode thenat anchorghauing in herdwers 
perſons. 

This cannowe or boate was made of the barke of diners 
trees, hauing a prowe anda ſterne ſtanding vp, and ſemicircle- 
wiſe yce!ding_inward, of one forme and faſhion, the body 
whereof was amoſt dainty mould, bearing in it moſt comely 
proportion, andexcellent workmanſhip; in ſo much as toour 
generall and vs, it ſcemed neuer to haue beene done, withour 
the cunning and expert iudgement of art ; and that not for the 
vſe of ſo rude and barborous a people, but for the pleaſure of 
ſome great and noble perſonage, yea of ſome Prince: It had no 
other cloſing vp or caulking in the ſeames, but the ſtirchin with 
thongs, made of Seale-kins,or other ſuch beaſt and yer ſo cloſe 
that ir received very little or no water at all. 

The people are of a meane ſtature, but well ſer and compaR, 
inall their parts and limmes ; they hauegreart pleaſure in pain- 
ting their faces, as the oghers _ of whom we haue A wg 

cfore: 
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1578, before. Within the ſaid land they had a houſe of meane buil.

«ther withio, in ſome places very large,in ſome very narrow,and 


ding, of cextainepoles, andcouered withskinnes of beaſts; ha. 
uing thercin fire, water; and ſueh meate, as commonly they can 
come by: as ſcales, muſſels, and ſuch like. . 

The veſlcls wherein they keepe their.water, and tlicir cups in 
whichthey drinke, are made of barkes of trees, as was their ca- 
now :andthat with no leſſe skill (for the bigneſle of the thing) 
being ofa very formallſhape and good faſhion. Their working 
tooles, which they vie in cutting theſe things and ſuch other, 
are knives made of moſt huge and monſtrous muſſell ſhels(the 
like whereof hauc not beene ſcene or heard of lightly by any 
trauellers; the meate thereof becing very [auouric and good in 
eating) which, after they haue broken off che thinne and brittle 
ſubſtance of the edge, they rub and grinde them vpon ſtones 
had for the purpoſe,tillchey have tempered and ſer ſuch an edge 
vponthem , that no-wood is ſo hard but they will cut ir at plea- 
fyxc with the ſame : whereof we our ſelues had experience, Yea 
they cut therewith bones of a maruellous hardneſſe ; making of 
them filpic; *9 kill fiſh, wherein they hauc a moſt pleaſant exer- 
ciſe with great dextetitie 

The fixth of Septemberwe had left aſternevs all theſe trou- 
bleſome Ilands, and were entred into the South ſea, or Mare 
del zur: atthe cape whereof,our Generall had determined with 
his whole company to have gone aſhore, and there after 2 Sere 
mon tohaue lefr a monument of her Maicſtic ingrauen in met- 
rall, for a perpetuall remembrance; which he had in a readineſſe 
for that end prepared : but neither was there any anchoring, 
neither did the wind ſuffer vs by any.meanes to make a ſtay. 

Onely this by all our mens obſeruations was concluded, that 
theentrance, by which we came into this ſtraite, was in 52. deg, 
the middeſt in 53.deg. 15,m.and the going outin 52. deg.z0.m. 
being 150, leagues in length: Atthe very entry, ſuppoſed allo 
tobe about ro. lcaguesin bredth, After we were-entred ten 
leagues within it; it was foundnot paſt a league in breadth : far- 
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in the end foundt> be no firairear all, bur all Ilands. .' 

Now when our Generall perceiued that the nipping cold,vt 
der ſo cruell and frowning a Winter, had empaired the health 
of ſome of his men ; hee meantto have made the more haſt a- 
gainetoward the line, and not to ſaile any farther towards the 
pole Anrartick, leſt being farther from the Sunne, and neerer 
che cold,we might happily be ouerraken with ſome greater dans 
ger of ſickneſſe. Bur God giuing men leaue to purpoſe,geſerueth 
to himlelfe che diſpoſition of all things : making theirintents of 
none effe@, or changing their 'meanings oft times cleane into 
the contrary , as may beſt ſerue for his owne glory and their 


profit; 
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For September 7. the ſecondday after our entrance into the Sept. Fa. 


South ſea (called by ſome Mare pacificam, bur proving to vs 1a- 
thertobe Mare furio ſum.) God by a contrary wind and tntolle- 
rablecempeſt, ſeemed to ſer himſelfe againſt vs : forcing vs not 
onely co alter our courſe and determination, but with great 
trouble,long time, many dangers, hard eſcapes, and finall ſepa- 
rating of our fleet, to yeeld our ſelues vnto his will, Yea ſuch was 
the extremitie ofthe tempeſt, chatir appearedto vs as ifhe had 
pronounced aſentence,not to ſtay his hand,norto withdraw his 
iudgementtillhe had buried our bodies and ſhips alſo, in the 
bottomleſſe deprhof the raging ſea. | 


In therime ofthis incredible ſtorme the 15..of September, 52pp, rg. 


the Moone was ecclipſed in Aries , and darkened about three 
points, for the ſpace of two glaſſes : which being ended, might 
ſceme to giue vs ſome hope of alteration andchange of weather 
to the better. Notwithſtanding, as the ecclipticall conflit could 
adde nothing to our miſerable eſtate, no more did the ending 
thereof eaſe vs anything ar all ; nor take away any part of our 
troubles from vs: but our ecclipſecontinued ſtill in irs full force, 
ſopreuailing againſt vs, that for the ſpace offull 52. dayes toge- 
ther, we were darkened more then the Moone by 20. parts, or 
morethen we by any meanes could cuer hauepreſerued, or re- 
couered light of our (clues againe, ifthe Sonne of God which

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layedthis butthenvpon our backs, had not mercifully borne ic 
vp with his owne ſhoulders, and vpheld vs in it-by his owne 
power, beyond any poſſible ſtrength or skill of-man. Neither 
mdced did we art all eſcape , bur with the feeling of grear dif. 
comforts through the ſame, 

For theſe vielent and extraordinarie flawes (ſuch as ſeldome 
hane beene ſeene)ſtill continuing, or rather iacreaſing, Septem- 
ber 30. in the night,cauſed the ſorrowfull ſeparation ot the 44. 
rigold from vs, in which was Captaine /obx Thomas, with many 
others of our deare friends:whoby no means that we could con. 
cciue could helpe themſelues , but by ſpooming along before 
theſea. With whom albcit wee could neuer meet againe, yet 
(our Generall having aforchand giuen order, that if any of our 
fleet did looſe company, the place of reſort ro meet againe 
ſhould be in 30. deg. or thereabouts,vpon the coaſt of Peru,to- 
ward the EquinoQtiall) wee long time hoped (till expericnce 
ſhewed our hope was vaine)that there we ſhould ioyfully meer 
with them :eſpecially for that they were well Vane as of vis 
uals,and lackt no skilfull and ſufficient men(beſides their Cap- 
taine) to bring forwards the ſhip to the place appointed, 

From the ſeuenthof September (in which the ſtorme began) 
till the ſeuenth of ORober we couldnotby any meancs recoucr 
any land(having in the meane time beene driuen fo farre South, 
astothe 57. deg. and ſomewhar better) on this day towards 
night, ſomewhat-rothe-Northward of that cape of America 
(whereof mention is made before in the deſcription of our de- 
parture fromthe ſtraite into this ſea) with a ſorrie ſaile wee en- 
tred a harbour: where hoping ro enioy ſome freedome andeaſe, 
till the torme was ended , we recciued within few houjes after 
our comming to anchor,ſo deadly aftrocke and hard entertaine- 
ment, that our Admirall left not onely an anchor behind her, 
through the violence and furic of the flawe z but in departin 
thence, alſo-loſt the company and ſight of our Vice-admirall, 
the Elizabeth : partly through the negligence of thoſe that had 

thecharge of her, partly through akindof defire that agg 
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by Sit:Fra#cts Drake, 41 
lier hadto be out of theſe troubles, , and x0 be at home againe: 
which (as fince'is knowne) they thence forward-by all meancs 
aſſayed and performed, For the very next day Otober 8. reco- 
ucring the mouth of the ſtrairs againe (which wee were now ſo 
neere vato) they returned backe the ſame way by which they 
came forward, and ſocoaſting Bralill, they arriued in England 
Inne 2. the yeare following. 

So that now our Admirall if the had retained her old name 
of Pellican, which ſhe bare ar our departure from our countrey, 
ſhe might haue beene now indeed ſaid to be as aPellican alone 
in the wilderneſſe.,For albeit our Generall ſoughtthe reſt of his 
fleet with greatcare, yet could we not haue any fight or certaine 
newes of chem by any meanes, 

From this bay of parting of friends, we were forcibly driuen 
backe againe into 55. deg. towards the pole Antarticke, In 
whieh height we ranne-in among the Ilands before mentioned, 
lying to the Southward of America, through which we pafled 
from one ſea to the other, as hath beenc declared, Where com- 
ming to anchor, wee found the waters there to haue their in. 
draught and free paſſage,andthat through no ſmall guts,or nar- 
row channels, but indeed through as large frets or ſtraights, as 
ithath at the ſuppoſed Rreights ofMagefiane through which we 
came. 

Among theſe Ilands,making our abode with ſome quietneſle 
fora very Fit while,(viz. two dayes) and finding diuers good 
and wholeſome herbs together with freſh water; our men which 
before were weake,and much empaired in their health,beganto 
receive good comfort: eſpecially by the drinking of one herbe 
(not much vnlike that herbe which weg commonly call Penny- 
leaſe) whichpurging with great facilitic affoorded great helpe 
and refreſhing to our wearted and ſickly bodies, But the winds 
returning to their old wont, andthe ſcas raging after theirfor- 
mer manner,yea cuery thing as it were ſetting itſelte againſt qur 
peace and deſired reſt, here was no ſtay permitted vs,ncither any 
ſafety to be looked for, 
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4t The world Encowpaſſed, 
For ſuch was the preſent. danger by forcing and continuall 


flawes;that we'were ratherto looke forpreſent death then _ 


for any delivery, if God almightie ſhould not make the way for 
vs. The winds were ſuch as it che bowels ofthe earth hadſer all 
at libertie ; or asif all the clouds vnder heaven had beene called 
rogcther, tolay their force vpon thar oneplace: The ſeas, which 
by natore and of themſclues are heauie,” and of a weightie ſubs. 
ſtance, were rowled vp from thodepths, cuenfrom the roots of 
the rockes, as if it hedbecs aſcrollof parchment,whichby the 
exrremity.of heate runneth together: and being aloft were car. 
ried in moſt ſtrange mannerani/abundance,as feathers or drifts 


of ſnow, by the violence of the winds ,:to'water-the'exceeding 


tops of high and loftie mountaines.Our anchors.as falſe friends 
in ſuch adanger, gave ouer their holdfaſt;and as if it had beene 
with horror of the thing, did ſhrinke downe to Inde themſelues 
in this miſcrable ſtorme-z commintiog-rthe diſtreſſed ſhip and 
helpelefle men to the'vncertaine and rowling ſeas,which toſſed 


them, like a ball in a recket; In this'caſe,to ler fall more anchors, 
would availe vs nothingg For being driven from our firſt place 


of anchoring,ſo-vnmeaſurable was-the depth,that 500. farhoine 


would ferch'no ground : Sothat the violent ſtorme withour in- 


rermifſion; the impoſſibility to come to anchor; the want of op= 


portunitic to ſpread any ſayle; the maſt mad ſeas;the lee ſhores; 


che dangerous racks, the'contrary and-moſt intollerable winds; 
the impoſlible paſſageour; the deſperate tarrying there; and in- 
euitable perils on cuery {ide,did lay before vs ſo ſmall likelihood 
eo eſcape preſent deſtruion, that if the ſpeciall-prouidence of 
God himſelfe had not ſupported vs,we could neuer haue endu- 
red that wofull ſtate: as Being inuironed with moſt terrible and 
moſt fearcfull indgements round about. For truly,it was more 
likely that the mountaines ſhould haue beene rent in ſunder, 
from the top to thebotrome, and caſt headlong into the ſea, by 
theſe vnnaturall winds; then that we, by any helpe or cunning 
of man; ſhould free the life of any one amongſt vs. 
Notwithſtanding the ſame God of mercy which delinered 
Jones 
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10ng out of the Whales belly,arid hearethall choſe tharoallop- 15773 


on him faithfully, in their diftceflc; looked downe from heauen, 
beheld our teares, and heard our humble petitions, ioyned with 
holy vowes. Eucn God (whom not the winds and ſcas alone, 
but quen the,divels themſclues and powers of hell obey) Yid fo 
wonderfylly'freevs,and-make our way operbefore vs, asit were 
by his holy Angels ſtill guiding and conduRing vs, that more 
then the affright and amaze of chis eſtate,we recciuedno part of 
damage.inallahe things that belonged vnto vs. | 
But eſcaping from theſe ſtraires and miſeries,” as it were 
throughthe needles ey (that God might hauethe greater glory 
in our deliuery)by the great!and effetuall care and trauell of 


our Generall, the Lords in(trument therein';-we could now no - 


longer forbcare, but:tnuſt needes:finde ſome place of refuge, 
aſwell ro proyide water, wood,and other neceflarics,as rocom- 
tort our men, thus worne and tiredour, by ſo many and ſo long 
intollerable toyles : the like whereof, its ro be ſuppoſed, no tra- 
ueller bath felt, neither hath: there euer beene, ſuch atempeſt 
(that any records make mention of)fo' violent, and of ſuch con. 


tinuance, fince Noahs flood, for as hath beene ſayd itlaſted- 


from September 7. to Oober 28, full 52.dayes. 

Not many leagues therefore tothe Southwards of our for- 
mer anchoring, we ranne in againe among theſe Ilands; where 
we had once more better likelihood to reſt in peace: andfo 
much the rather, forthatrwee found the ptople ofthe countrie, 
travelling tor their living, from ene Iland toanother, in their 


canowes, both men, women, and young infants wrapt in skins, . 


and hanging at their. mothers backs zwirh whom we had raf- 
fique, for ſuch things as they:had, as chaines ofcerraine ſhells 


and ſuch other triflesz bere- the Lord! gauevs three dayes to - 


breath our ſelues, and to prouide ſuch things as we wanted, al- 

beit the ſame was with continuall care, and troubles to auoid 

imminent dangers, which the troubled ſeas and-bluſtering 

windes, did cuery houre threaten vnrovs,.*. oO 0 

\ Bur when weſeemed to haveftayed there roo long, we were 
more 
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— 1598. morerigorouſly aſſaulted by the not formerly ended, but now 


more violently renewed ſtorme; anddriuen thencezlſo with no 
{mall danger ; leaving behind vs the greater part of our cable 
with the anchor; being chaſed along by the winds, and buffered 
inceſſantly in cachquarrer by the ſeas(which our Generallinter- 
preted, as though'God had. fenmt them of purpoſe to-the'end 
which cnſucd) till at length wee fell with. the vicermoſt part of 
land towards the South polc,and had certainely diſcouered how 
farre the ſame dothreach Southward,from thecoaftof America 
aforenamed. | ſi } ESROP bo It 
The. vttermoſt:cape'or-hedland of all theſe-Tlands, ſtands 
necre in 56. deg. without whichchere is no maine, nor lland to 
be ſcene to the Southwards: burthat the Atlanticke Ocean,and 
the South ſea, mecte ina molt large and free ſcope. 

It hath beene a dreame through many ages, that theſe Ilands 
haue beene. a maine, . and that it hath beene Ferre incognits; 
wherein many ſtrange monſters liucd, Indeed ir might truly ,be- 
forethis time, be called incogxota, for howſouer the mappes and 
generall deſcriptions of Coſmographers,cither vpon the decciuc- 
able ireports of other. men, or the deceitfull imaginations of 


themſelues(ſuppoſing neuer herein to be correted)haueſet ir . 


downe, yct it is truce, that before this time, it was neuer diſcouc- 
red, orcertainely knowne by any traucl'er, that wee haue heard 
<Q z 4 
And'hereasin aficplace,itſhall not be amiſſe, toremoue 
that error in opinion, which hath becnc held by many, of the 

impoſlible returne, out of Afar Del Zur, into the Weſt Ocean; 

by reaſon of the ſuppoſed Eaſterne current, andcuant windes : 

which(lay they) ſpeedily carrie anythicher, bur ſuffer nore. 

eurne. They arc hercinlikewiſcaltogether deceiued : for neither 
did wemeete withany ſuch current,neither had we any ſuch cer- 
raine windes, with any ſuch ſpeed rocarry vs through; bur at 

all crimes, in ourpaſſage:there, we found more opportunity to 

Teturne backe againe, intothe Weſt Oceanghento goe forward 
Into Mgr Del Zor, by meancs cither of current, or —_ ro 
inder 
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hinder vs, whereof we had experience more then'we wiſhed: 
being glad oftentimes, to alter our courle, and to fall aſternea- 
gaine, with francke winde(without any impediment of any 
ſuch ſurmiſed current)farther in one afternoone, then we could 
fetch vp, or recouer againe in a whole day, with a reaſonable 
gale, Andinthat they alleage the narrownes of the frete, and 
want of ſea-roome, to be the cauſe of this violent current, they 
arc herein no lefle deceiued, then they were in the other with- 
out reaſon : for beſides, that it cannot be ſayd, that there is one 
onely paſſage, but rather innumerable z it is moſt certaine, that 
a ſca-board all theſe Ilands, there is one large and - maine ſea, 
wherein if any will not be ſatisfied, nor belicuc the reportofour 
experience and ey-ſight, hee ſhould be aduiled to ſuſpend his 
iudgement, till he haue cicher tried it himſeife, by his owne 
trauell, orſhall vnderſ{tand; by other trauellers, more particu- 
lars to confirme his minde herein,” >! 91 

Now as wee were fallen to the vttermoſt part of theſe Ilands 
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OKob. 2$.our troubles did-make an end, the ſtorme ceaſed, and OF-b. 28. 


all our calamities(onely the-abſence of our ftiends excepted) 
were remoued, asitGod, all this while, by his ſecret proui- 
dence, had lead vsto make this diſcouery ; which being made, 
according to his will he ſtayed his hand, as pleaſed his maicſtic 
therein, andreficthed vs as his ſeruants. 

At theſe Southerly parts we found the night, in the latter 
end of Otober, to be bur 2. houres long : the ſunne being yer 
aboue 7. degrees diſtant from the Tropick : ſothat itſeemerh, 
beingin the Tropick, to leaue very lictle, or no night ar all in 
that place. 

There be few of all theſe Tlands, but have ſome inhabitants, 
whoſe manners, apparell, houſes, canowes and meanes of li- 
uing, is like vnto thoſe formerly ſpoken of, a little before our 
departure out of the $1ra#gbr. To all theſe Tlands, did our gene- 
rall giue one name, to wit Elizzebethides. 

After two daies ſtay, which wee madein and about theſe 1- 


lands, the 30. of OKober weſet faile; ſhaping our courſe right 096,30. 
G 
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Notchwell, to coalt alongſt the parts of Peru(forſothe generall 


nappes {ct ourthe land to lic)both for that we might, wich con- 


uenient ſpeed, full with the height of 30, deg. being rhe place 
appointed, tor the reſt of our fleete to re-aſſembl: ; as allo, char 
ro opportunity might beloſt, inthe meane time to fade them 
Qu, if it ſcemed good to God to direct themro vs, 

- Ia this' courſe, wechanced{the next day)with two Ilands, 
being as it were ſtore houſes,of molt liberall prouiſion of vitu- 
alls for vs, of birds; yeelding not onely ſufficient and plentifull 
ſtore, for vs who were preſent, but enough, to haue ſerued all 
therelt allo, which were abſent.. | 

Thence(hauiog furniſhed our ſcluesto our content)we cone 
tinued our courſe Nouember 1. ſtill Northweſt, as wee bad 
formerly done, but in going on, we ſgoneeſpied, that we might 
calily have bcene..deceiued; and therefore caſting about , 
and ſteering vpon another point, wee found, that the generall 
mappes diderrefrom the truth, in ſetting downe the coaſt of Pe- 
7s, tor 12.deg. at leaſt to the Northward, ofthe ſuppoſed 
ſtraitez no leſſe' then is the Northweſt point of the compaſle, 
different fromthe Northeaſt, perceiuing hereby, that no man, 
had ecuer by trauell, diſcouered any part ofcheſe 13, deg.and 
therefore the ſetters forth of ſuch deſcriptions, arc not tobe 
truſted ; much leſſe honored, in their falſe and fraudulent con» 
ieures; which they vfe, not in this alone, bur in diuers other 
points of no ſmall importance. | 

We found this part of Pere, all alongft tothe height of Zime, 
whici is 12, deg. South of the line, to be mountainous and ve- 
ry barren, without water or wood, for the molt part, exceptin 
certaine places, inbabired by the Spaniards, and few others, 
which are very fruitfull and commodious, 

After we were once againe thus fallen with the land, we conti- 
nually coaſted alongytil we came to the height of 37.d, or there- 
about : and finding no conuenient place of abode, nor likeli- 
hood co heare any newes of our ſhips , we ranne off againe with 
3s Hland, which lay in fight, named ofthe Spaniards Mvuchbo, by 
reaſon 


| 
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to be a fruitfull place,and well ſtored with ſundrie ſorts of good 
things: as ſheepe and other cattell, maize, which is a kinde of 
graine whereof chey make bread, potatoes, with ſuch other 

rootes: beſides that, it is thought to be wonderfullrich in gold 

and to want no good thing forthe vſc of mans life. The inhabl. 
tants are ſuch Indians, as by the cruell and moſt extreame dez- 
ling ofthe Spaniards, have beene driven to flie fromthe maine, 
hereto relecue and fortifie themſelues. With this people , our 
Generall thought ic meet to haue traffiqueyfor freſh vieuals and 
water : and for that cauſe, the very ſame nighe of our arriuall 
there, himſclfe with divers of his company went aſhoare , to 
whom the people with great courteſie came downe , bringing 
with them ſuch fruits and other viQuals as they had, and two 
very fat ſheepe, which they gaueour Generall for a preſent, In 
recompence whereof, hee beſtowed vpon them againe many 
goodand necefſarie things; ſignifying vnto them, thatthe end 


of his comming was forno other cauſe but by way ofexchange, 


to trafhique with them for ſuch things as wee needed, and they 
could ſpare: and in particular, for ſuch as they had alreadic 
brought downe vnto vs, beſides freſh water, which wee deſired 
ofthem. Herein they held themſclues well contented, and ſee- 
med to be nota little ioyful of our comming:appointing where 
weſhould the next morning haue freſh water at pleaſure, and 
withall fignifying that then alſo they would bring vs downe ſuch 
other things as we deſired to ſerue our turnes, 


The nextday therefore very carlyin the morning (all things you. 26. 


being madereadie fortraffique, as alſo veſſels preparedro bring 
the water) our General taking greatcare for ſo neceſſarie pro- 
uiſion , repaired to the ſhoare againe ; andſerting aland two of 
his men, ſent them with their Barrzcoes to the watering place, al- 
{igned rhe night before. Who having peaceably paſt on one 
halte ofthe way, were then with no ſmall violence ſer vpon by 
thoſe traiterous people,and ſuddenly flaine:And tothe end that 
Wy our 
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our Generall with the reſt of his: company ſhould not onely be 
ſtayed from reſcuing them, but alſo might fall (if it were poſſi 
ble) into their hands in like manner, they had layed cloſely be- 

hind the rockes an ambuſhment of (as we gueſſea) abour 500, 
men, armed and well appointed for ſuch a miſchiete, VVho ſud- 

denly attempting their purpoſe (the rocks being very dangerous 
for the boate, andthe ſca-gate exceeding great) by ſhooting 

their arrowes hurt and wounded every one of our men, before 

they could treerhemſelues, or come to the vſe of chere weapons 

r0.d0 any good. The General himſelf was ſhot in the face,vnder 

his righteyc, and cloſe by his noſe,the arrow picrcing a maruel- 

lous way in, vnder baſis cerebrz , with no ſmall danger ot his lite, 

beſides that, he was gricuouſly wounded in the head, The reſt; 

being nineperſonsin the boatc, were deadly wounded in diuers 

parts of their bodies, if God almoſt miraculouſly had not giuen 

cure to the ſame. For our chicte Surgeon being dead, andthe 

other abſent by theloſle of our vice-adinirall, and hauing none 

left vs but a boy , whoſe good will was more then any skill hee 

had, we were little better then altogether deſtitute of ſuch cun- 

ning and helpes as ſo grieuous a ftate of ſo many wounded bo- 

dics did require, Notwithſtanding God, by the good aduice of 
our Generall, and the diligent putting too of euery mans helpe, 
did giue ſuch ſpeedy and wondertull cure, that we hadall.grear 

comfort thereby, and yeelded God the glory thereof, 

The cauſe of this force and iniurie by theſe Ilanders, was no 
other butthe deadly hatred which they beare againſt theircruell 
enemies the Spaniards, for the bloudy and moſt tirannous op- 
preſſion which they had vſed towards them. And therefore with 
purpoſe againſt them (ſuſpeing vs to bee Spaniards indeed, 
and that the rather, by occaſion that though command was gi- 
uen to the contrary, ſome of our men in demanding water, vſcd 
the Spaniſh:word 4q#a)ſought ſome part ofreuenge againſt vs. 

Our Generall notwithſtanding he might haue reuenged this 
wrong, with little hazard or danger , yet beivg more deſirous to 


.preſerue one of his owne men aliue,then'to deſtroy 100, of his 


| enemies, 
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enemies, committed the ſame to God: wiſhing this onely pu- 
niſhmentto them, that they did but know whom they had 
wronged; and chat they had done this iniuric not to anenemie, 
bur to a friend; nut to a Spaniard, but ro an Eng] (hmany who 
would rather haue beene a patron to defend them, then any 
way an inſtrument of the lcaſtwrong that ſhould haue beene 
done vnto them. The weapons which this people vie intheir 
warres,are arrowes of reeds,with heads of ſtone, very brittle and 
indented, but darts ofa great length,headed with iron or bone. 
The ſame day that we receiuedthis darigerous aftront,in the 
afternoone we let ſayle from thence; and becauſe we were now 
nigh the appointed height,wherein our ſhips were tobe looked 
for, as allo che extremicy and crafie ſtate of our hurt men adui- 
ſing vsto vie expedition, ro finde ſome conuenient place of re- 


* pole, which might afford them ſomereſt,and yeeld vs neceſſary 


ſupply of freſh viAuals for their dietz we bent oureourſe, as rhe 
wind would ſuffer vs, direQly to run in with the maine. VVhere 
falling with a bay, called Phe/zps Bay, in 32. deg. or thereabour, 
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Nouemb. 30, we came to anchor: andfoorthwith manned and A(94+30» 


ſent our boate ro diſcoucr what likelihood the place would offer 
ro affoord vs ſuch things as we ſtood in need of, 

Our boate doing her vttermoſt endeuour ina diligent ſearch, 
yet after long trauell could find no appearance of hope for re- 
liefe, cither of freſh victuals or of freſh water : huge heards of 
wild buffes they might diſcerne,but notſo much as any {igne of 
any inhabitant thereabour., Yerin their returneto vs , they def- 
cried within the bay,an Indian with his Canow as he was a fiſh- 
ing: him they brought aboard our generall,canow and all as he 
wasin it. A comely perſonage,and of a goodly ftature;his appas 
rell was a white garment, reaching ſcarcely ro his knees; his 
armes and legges were naked; his haire vpon bis head verie long, 
without a beard, asall the Indians for the moſt partare. He ſee- 
med verie gentle, of mild and humble nature, being verie trata- 
ble to learne the vſe of cuery thing, and moſt gratefull for ſuch 
things as our Generall beſtowed vpon him.In him we might ſee 
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a moſt lively patterne of the harmeleſſe diſpoſition of that peo- 
plezand how gricuous a thing it is that they ſhould by any 
meanes be ſo abuſed as all thoſe are, whom the Spaniards haue 
any command or power ouer. 

This man being courteouſly entertained , and his paines of 
comming doublerequired;after we had ſhewed him, partly by 
ſignes, and partly by ſuch things as we had, what things we nee- 
ded, and would gladly receiuc by his meanes , vpon exchange 
of ſuch things as he would defire z wee ſent him away with cur 
boate and his owne canow {which was made of reed ſtraw) ro 
land him where he would. VVho being landed,and willing our 
men to ſtay his returne,was immediatly metwith bytwo or three 
of his friends; to whom imparting his newes,and ſhewing what 
gifts he had received,” he gaue ſo great content, that they wil- 
lingly furthered hispurpole; ſo that,after certaine houres of our 
mens abode there, hee with diucrs others (among whom was 
their head or Captaine)made their returne;bringing with chem 
their loadings of ſich things as they thought would do vs good: 
as ſome hennes, egpes, a fat hogge, and tuch like, All which 
{that our men might be withour all ſuſpition of all cuill ro be 
meant or intended by them) they ſent in one of their canowes, 
a reaſonable diſtance from off the ſhoare, to our boate, the ſea- 
gate being atthat preſent very great,and their Captaine having 
ſent backe his horſe, would needs commit himſelte ro the credir 
of our men, though ſtrangers, and came withthem to our Ge- 
nerall, without any of his owne acquaintance or countriemen 
with him, 

By his comming as we vnderſtood, that there was nomeane 
or way,to haue our neceſittiesrelieucd in this place ; ſo he offe- 
fed himſelfe to be our pilote, to a place and that a good harbo- 
rough, nor farre backe to the Southwardagaine : where, by 
way of traffique, we might haue at pleaſure, both water, and 
thoſe other things which we ſtood in need of. This offer our ge- 


nerall very gladly receined, and ſo much the rather, for that the * 
Place intended, was nectc about the place appointed, for the 
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randeuzoucs of our flere, Omitting therefore our purpoſe, of 1578, 


purſuing the buffes formerly ſpoken of, of which we had orher- 
wiſe determined, if poſſib!e to haue kitted lome, this good 
newes of berter prouifion, and more cate to come by, drew vs 
away : and (o the 5. day after our arriuall, viz, December 4, we 
departed hence, and the next day December 5. by the willing 
condutt of ournew Indian Pilote,we came to anchor in the de. 
fired harbor, 

This harbor the Spaniards call va/perizo, and the rowne ad- 
ioyning Saint lames of Chznli it (tands in 35.deg 40. min, 
where albeit weneither met with our ſhips, nor heard of them, 

ct there was no good thing which the place afforded, or which 
our neceſiities indeed for the preſent required, bur we had the 
ſame in great abundance : amony(t other things we found in 
the towne diuerſe ſtorchouſes of the wines of Chile; and in 
the harbour, aſhip called the Captaine of Moriall, or the grand 
Captaine of the South, © Admirall to the Hanas of Salomon; loaden 
forthe moſt part, with the ſame kinde of liquors : onely there 
was beſiiles, a certaine quantity of fine gold of Baldiuiaand a 
great croſle of gold beſet with Emeraulds, on which was nailed 
a God of the ſame mettall, wee ſpent ſome time in refreſhing 
vur ſelues, and eafing this (hip of ſo heauy a butthen : and on 
the 8, day ofthe ſame moneth(hauing inthe meane time, fufh- 
ciently ttored ourfelues with neceſlaries, as wine, bread, bacon 
&c, for along ſeaſon)we ſer ſaile, returning backe towards the 
line; carrying againe our [ndian pilote with vs, whom our ge- 
nerall bountifully rewarded, and enriched wich many good 
things, which pleaſed him exceedingly, and cauled him, by the 
way, to be landed intheplace wherehe deſired, 

Ourneceſſities being thus to our content reteeved, our next 
care was the regaining/if poſſible)ot the company of our ſhips, 
ſolong ſeuered from vs : neither would any thing haue ſatisfied 
our generall, or vs ſo well, as the happy meeting, or good newes 
of them, this way therecfore(all other thoughts for the preſent 
ſer apart) were all our fludies and endeauours bent, howro fitir 
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ſo, as that no opportunity of mecting them might be paſſed 
ouer, 

To this end, conſidering that we could not conueniently 
runne in wich our ſhip(in ſearch ofthem)to cuery place, where 
was likelihood of being a harbour; and that our boate was too 
litcle, and vnable to carry men enough, ro encounter the ma- 
lice or treachery of the Spaniards(if we ſhould by any chance 
meete with any ofthem who are vied to ſhew no mercy, where 
they may ouermaſter ; and therefore meaning not to hazard 
our ſclnes to their cruell courteſlic ; we determined, as we coa- 
ſiednow towards the line, to ſearch diligently- tor ſome conue- 
nicnt place, where we might, in peace and fafery, ſtay the trim. 
ming of our (hip, and. the ereQing of a pinnace, in which wee 
might with better ſecuriry, then in our boate, and wichour en- 
dangering of our ſhip, by running into each creeke, leaueno 
place vntried, if happily we might ſo finde againe our friends 
and countrimen, 

For this cauſe December 19. we entred a bay, nor farre to 
the Southward of the towne of Cypponow inhabiced by the 
Spaniards, in 29. deg 30. min. where hauing landed certaineof 
our men, to the number of 14. to ſearch what conucniency 
the place was likely to afford, for our abiding there ; we were 
immediatly deſcried by the Spaniards, of the towne of Cyppo, 
aforclayd,who ſpeedily made out 300. menar leaſt wherof 100, 
were Spaniards, euery onewell mounted vpon his horſe, rhe 
reſt were Indians, running as dogs, at their heeles, all naked, 
and in moſt milerablebondage. 

They could not come any way.ſo cloſely,but God did open 
oureyesto ſee them, before there was any extremity of danger, 
whereby our men being warned, had reaſonable rimeto ſhit 
themſelues as they could; firſt from the maine, to arocke with- 
intheſea; and fromthence into their boate : which being ready 
toreceine them, conueighed them iwith expedition, out of the 
reach of the Spaniards fury, without the hurt of any man. 
Onely one Richard Mining, being ouer bold andcarceleſſe of 
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kis owne [afery, would nor be intreated by his friends, nor ſeas 
redby the mulitude of his enemies; ta takethepreſent benefrr 
of his ownedecliuery :butchofe citherty make 300'me by our. 
brauing of them to become afraide, orelſe /himſelfe rode in 
the place; the latter ofwhich indeed he did, whoſe dead body 
being drawne' bythe Indians from therrocke tothe ſhoaregwas 
there manfully by the Spanfards beheaded, the right hand cue 
off, the heartplut our, allwhich they carried away in our ſight, 
and forthe reſt of his carcaſe, they cauſed rhe Indians to 
ſhoote it full of arrowes, made burthe ſame day, ofgreene 
wood, and ſo left itro be deyowed of the beaſtes and foules 
bur that we went aſhoare againe and buried it : wherein as 
there appeareth amolt extreame and barbarous cruelty,ſo doth 
it declare tothe world , in-what miſerable feare the Spaniard 
holdeth the gouernment of thoſe parts; liaiog in continuall 
dreadof forreigne inuafion by ſirangers;or ſecret cutting of their 
throars, by thoſe whomchey kept vnder them-in ſp ſhameful 
| flauery, I meane the innocent and ,harmeleſſe: Indians.” And 
therefore they make ſure ro murther what ſtrangers ſocuerthey 
can comeby, and ſuffer the Indians by no meanes ro haue any 
weapon longer then they be inpreſent ſeruice: as appeared by 
their arrowes cur from the tree the. ſame day;,: as ad bythe 
credible report of others who knew the matter to be true. Yea 
they ſuppoſe they ſhew the wrerches great favour , when 


- donot jor their pleaſures whip them with cords,and day by day 


drop their naked bodies with burning bacon :,which is. one of 
the leaſt cruelties, amongſt many, which they voiucrlally-vic 
againſbthat/Nation and people, Se ont 1 4 
This being not the place we looked: for , 'nor the entertaine- 
ment ſuch as we deſired; we ſpeedily got hence againe, and'De-

cemb. 20.the next day, fell with amoreconuenient harbaur, in Dec. 20, 


a bay ſomewhat tothe Northward of the'forenamed Cyppe. yly- 

ingio 27. deg. 55; min. South theline; 4h 04.kk Fes TIE 
.Inchis place we ſpent ſame'time in trimming; of ouriſhip,and 
building of our pinnace, as we defired;bueſtill the griefe for the 
H abſence 
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abſnce of our. friends remained with-vs,. for the fiading of 
whom, our generall havingnow fined all cthingsto his mind,in- 
rended'(leauing his ſhip'the meane while at anchorin the bay ) 
withhis pinyace and fome choſen men, himſelfe rorcturne 
backe ro the Southwards againe; toſee-it happily he might ci- 
ther himſclfe meete with them,or find them in ſome harbour,or 
cr:ckc;or heareot bem by any orhers, whom he might meere 
with, with this reſolution be ſer on, but aſter one daics fſayling, 
the winde being contrary to his purpoſe, he was forced, whether 
he would or no to returne againe. 


within this bay, during, our abode there, we had ſuck abun. 


dance of fiſh, normuch ynlike our Gurnard in England; as no 
place had cuer afforded vs the like(Cape Blanck 'onely vpon 
the coaſt of Barbary -excepred)fince our fwlt ſerting torth of 
Plymmouth, vntil] chis-cime, the plenty whereof in this place 
wasſuch, that our gentlemen ſporting themſelues day by day, 
with 4. or5. .hookes and lines, 1n 2: or g. houres, would take 
ſamectimes 400. fomerimes more at one time. 


All our bufinefſes being thus diſpatched, Ianuary 19, we ſer- 


ſayle from hence ; andthe next place that we fell withall, Ian, 
22, was an Iland ſtanding in the ſame height, with the North 
cape of the province of Mormorena, at this lland we found 4. 
Indians with their canowes, which tooke vpon them to bring 
our'men to aplace of freſh water, onthe foreſayd cape; in hope 
whereof, our generall made them great cheere(as his manner 
was towards all ftrangers)and ſer 1s courſe by their direQion, 


burwhenwe came vato the place, andhad travelled vp along. 


way intothe land, wee found freſh water indeed,'bur ſcarce ſo 
much as they had drunke wine intheir paſlage thither. 

As we fayled along, continually ſearching for freſh water ; 
we came to a place called Tarapaca,and landing there we ligh- 
ted. on aSpapiatd' who lay afleepe, and had lying by him 13. 
barres of ſiluer, waighingin all, about 4000. Spaniſh duccarts : 


© we would not{could wee haue choſen)have awaked him of his 
-- Nappe: burſeceing we, againſt our wills, did him that iniury, we 
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freed him of his charge,- which otherwiſe perhaps would hays 
kepr him _ and ſo left him torake out (if it pleaſedhim) 
the other part of his [leepe,in more ſecurity, 

Our ſearch for waterſtill continuing, as we landed againe 
not farre from thence, we met a Spaniard with an Indian boy, 
driving 8. Lambes or Peruvian ſheepe: cachſheepebarerwo 
leathren bagges, and in each bagge was 50. pound waight of 
refined (iluer, in the whole 800. waight : we could not indure 
to ſeea gentleman Spaniard turnd carrier ſo; and therefore 
without intreaty, we offered our ſeruice, and became drouers : 


.onely his dicetions were not ſo perfe; that wecopldkecpethe 


way which hec intended; for almoſt as ſoone as hee was-parted 
from vs, we with our new kinde ofcarriges, were come vnto 
our boates, | 0 

Farther beyond this cape fore-mentianed liecertaine Iodian 
towns, fro whence as we pafſed by,came many of the people in 
certaine bawſes made of Sealcs.skinsz ' of which two baigg ioy- 
ned together of a juſt length, and ſideby fidegeſembleinfaſhi- 
on or forme a _boate: they have in cither ofthem a ſmall gue, 
or ſome ſuchthing blowne full of winde; by reaſon whereofir 
floateth, and is rowed very ſwiftly, catryingin it noſmall bur- 
then. In theſe vpon ſight of our ſhip, 4beybrought ſtore of fiſh 
of diuctſe ſortes, to trathque with vs, for any trifles-wee would 
givethem : as kniues, margarites, glaſſes, andſuch like, where- 
of, men of 60.& 70. yeates old, were as glad as if they had recei- 
ucd ſome exceeding rich commodity; being a moſt fimpleand 
plaine dealing people. Their reſort vnto vs was ſuch, asconfi- 
dcring the ſhontneſle of the rime, was wonderfull to. vs to 
behold. 

Not farre fromthis, viz. in 22, deg. 30.min. lay Mormoreng, 


another great towne ofthe ſame people, ouer whom 2.Spani- 


ards held the goucrment, with theſe our generaltthought meer 
rodealc;or at leaſt ro try their courteſy, whether they would,in 
way of traffique, giuevs ſuch things:as weneededor no, and 


therefore Janahe 26.wecaſt anchor here,we found them(more 74».26, 
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for feire ther for Ioucy ſomewhat tr6@able;and receiued from: 
b&w by excbibge many good things; 'veryneecſlarie for our 
vics. 

Amongftotlictthings which we had of them , the ſhcepe of 
the countrey (viz, ſuch as we mentioned before beativg the lea. 
rhetnebags)were moſt memorable. Their height and length 
was cquall ts apretty cow, and'their ſtrength fu'ly anſwerable, 
if tot by much exceeding theirfize or ſtature, Vpon one of their 
backes did fit at one time three well growne and tall men , and 
one boy, no mans foot touching the ground by a large-foot in 
lengehi,-the beaſtnothing at all complaining of his burthen in 
the tmearie time, Theſe ſhcepe hauec neckes -like camels ;their 
heads bearing arcaſohable reſemblance of another ſheepe, The 
Spaniards vic them to great profit, Their wooll is exceeding 
fine, their fleſh -good meate, their increaſe ordinaric , and be- 
ſidesyhey ſupply the roome of horſes for burthen-or travell: yea 
they ſexue to edrryomcerhemountaines, maruellous loades, for 
300+ leaguestogethet where no other cartiage cambe made but 
by them onely. -Hereabout, as alſo all along, and vp into. the 
countrey throughout the Prouince of Cusko , the common 
ground wherofocuer it 'bee taken vp , iv every hundred pound 
welghtofearth, yeeldeth 25,5. of pure ſiluer; aftertherate of a 
CrOwne-an Once; '' - f 

The next place likely to affoord vs any newes of our ſhips 
(for in allthis way fromthe height where wee builded our pin- 
nace; there was'no hay-orharbourar all for ſhipping ):was the 
port of thetowne of Arica; ſtanding in 200deg; whither wearri- 
ued rhe 9. of February, This rowneſcemed to vs tro ſtand inthe 
molt fruitfull foile that weſaw all alongſt theſe coaſts: both for 
thatiris ficuarein themouth ofa moſt plcaſant andfertile vally, 
abounding with alt good things; as alſo. inthatis bath continu- 
ail rrade ofdiifping. as well from-Lywa as-from a!l other parts 
"of Peru, It is inhabired by the-Spaniards...In two barkshere, we 
found ſome forty and'oddebarres dt filuer (of the bignelle and 
faſhiqn of a brickbatte , and in waight cachof them.abour20. 
: | pounds) 
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pounds) of ivliich wee rooke the burthen 6n our ſclues to caſe 
them, andT6 departed- towards Chowley'; with which wee fell 
the ſecond day following, viz. Febr. g, and in our way to Lims, 
we met with another barke at ©Ariquipe, which had begutito 


loade ſome filuer and gold, but hauinghad{(as ix ſeemed from 


Arica by land) ſome notice ofour comming, had valoaden the 
ſameggaine before our arriuall. Yet inthis our paſſage we mer 
another baike loaden with linnen : ſome of which we thought 
might ſtand vs in ſome ſtead, and therefore tooke ir with vs. 

ArLima wearrived Febr.15. and notwithſtanding the Spa- 
niards forces , thouglythey had” rhirtie ſhips ar thar- preſent in 
harbour there, whereof 17. (moſt of them he eſpeciall ſhips in 
all che South ſea) were tully ready , we entred and anchored all 
night in tne middcſt of them , in the Calao : and might haue 
made ore ſpoile amongſt them ia few houres if we kad beene 
affetedrorenenge, then the Spaniard could haue recouered 
againe'in many yeares. Bur wee had more care to get vp that 
company which we had ſo long miſt,then ro recompence their 
cruell and hard dealing by an cuen requirall , which now wee 
might hans tooke. This Lima ſtands in 12.deg, 30. min. Sourh 
larieude. 

Here albeit no good-newes of our ſhips could bee had, yet 
got wethe newes of ſome things that ſeemed to comfort, ifnor: 
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to counteruaile ourtravells thither, as namely, that in the ſhip | 


of one Mizbell Angell there, there were 1500. barres of plate, 


befides ſoine other things (as filkes, linnen, and in one a cheſt-- 


full of royals of plate) which might ſtand vsinfowe; ſtead inthe 
other ſhips; aboard whom we made ſomewhar bold ro bid avr 
ſclues welcome. Here alſo we heard the report of ſome thihgs 
that had befallen jn & neere Europe, fince our departurethence; 
In particularof the death of ſome great perſonages: avghekin 
of Portugall, and both rhe kings of Moroccaand Feſle;dead all 
three in-one day at one bartell: The death af1be king of Frances 
and the Pope'of Rome: Whoſe abhominations as they are in 
part cutofffrom'ſome.Chriſtian ay » Where his ſhame- 
3 is 
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is manifeſt,ſo de his vaſſals and accurſed inftrumenes labour by 
all meanes poſlible to repaire that loſſe, by ſpreading the ſame 
the further intheſe parts, where his diuc|liſh ill.fions and dam- 
nable deceiuings are notknowne, And as his doQtrine takes place 
any where, ſo do the manners that neceſſarily accompanie the 


ſame inſinvatethemſelues together with the doQtrine.For as its 


truethatinallihe parts of Amcrica, where the Spaniards hauc 
any gouernment,the poiſonous infeftion of Popery hathfpread 
it ſelfe; ſo on the other ſide it is as true, that there is no Citie, as 
Lima, Panawa, Mexico,&c. no towne or village,yea no houſe 
almoſtin all theſe Prouinces, wherein (amongſt other the like 
Spaniſh vertucs) not onely whoredome, but the filthineſle of 
Sodome, notto bee named among Chriſtians, is not common 
without reproofe : the Popes pardons being more rite in theſe 
parts then they be in any part of Europe, for theſe filthineſſes 
whercour he ſucketh no {mall aduantage. Notwithſtanding the 
Indians, who are nothing neerer the true knowledge of God 
then they were afore, abhorre this moſt filthic and loathſome 
manner of liuing; Shewing themſclues in reſpec of the Spani- 
ards,as the Scythians did inreſpe of the Grecians:who in their 
barbarous ignorance, yet inlife and behaviour did fo tarre ex- 


cell the wiſc and learned Greekes, asthey wereſbort ofthem in 


the giftsof learning and knowledge. 
Bur as the Pope and Antichriſtian Biſhops labour by their 


- wicked faQors withtooth andnaile to defacethe glory of God, 
.andtoſhuc vpindarknefle the light of che Goſpell;ſo God doth 
not ſufter his aame.and Religion to be altogether without wit- 


nefle;to thereprouing both of his falſe and damnable doQting, 
as allo crying.out againſt his vnmeaſurable and abhominable li- 
cemiouſneſſc of the fleſh,cucn intheſe parts. For in this City of 
Lima; nor wwo monerhes before our-.comming thither, there 
werecertaine perſons , to the number of rwelue apprehended, 
examined, and condemned fot the ;profeſſion of the Goſpel}, 
and repraouing the dotrines of men, with the filchic manners 
vicd inthat City:Of which ewelue,fixe were bound to-one gr 
an 
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and burnt, thereſtremained yer in priſon,to drinke of the fame 
cup within few dayes. Laſtly, here we badintelligence of acer- 
taine rich (hip which was loaden with gold and(iluer for Pana- 
ma, that hadſer forth of this haven the ſecondof February, 


The very next day therefore in the morning (viz. the 16, of xg, 16, 


the ſaid moneth) wee ſet ſayle, as long as the wind would ſerve 


- our rurne, and rowed ourſhip as ſoone as the wind failed; cons 


tinuing our courſe toward Panama, making ſtay no where , bur 
haſtening all wee might, to ger ſight if ir were poſſible, of that 
gallant ſhip the Czcafaego, the great glory of the South fea; 
which was gone from Lima 14.dayes before vs, 


We fe!l with the port of Paita in 4.deg.q0.min.Feb.20wwith p,, ,., 


port Saint Heſen and the river and port of Guizquill, Febr. 24. 
we paſtthe line the 28. andthe firſt of March wee fell with cape 


vs, with whomatter once we had ſpoken with her, we lay ſtill in 
the ſame place about fixe dayes, rorecouer our breath againe 
which we had almoſt ſpent with haſty following, andto recall 
ro mind what aduentures had paſt vs ſince our late comming 
from Lima; but eſpecially ro do /ohn de Anton a kindnefſe, in 
freeing him of the care of thoſe things with which his ſhip was 
loaden, 

This ſbip we found to bee the ſame of which we had heard, 
not onely in the Calao of Lima, bur alſo by diuers occaſions 
afterward (which now we areatleaſureto relate, viz. by a ſhip 
which we tooke berweene - Lima and Paita : by another which 
we took loaden with wine inthe port of Paira:ty a third loaden 
with tackling and implements for ſhips (beſides eightic pound 
waight in gold) trom Guiaquill, Andlaſtly, by Gabriel Alvarez, 
with whos we talked ſomewhat neerer the line) we found her 
to be indeed the Cacafurgo: though before we left her, ſhe were 
new named by a boy of her owne the Caceplats, We found in 
her ſome fruite, conſerucs, ſugars, meale and other vituals, and 
(that which was the eſpecialleft cauſe of her heauy and flow 
ſayling) a certaine quamtitie of iewels and'precious My I Fa 

cheſts.

Febr.28., 
Franci{co: where, about midday, we deſcried a ſayle a head of — 7 
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cheſts of ryalsof plate; 80. pound waight in.gold 5.26. tunne of 
vncayned ſtluer; two very faire gilt ſiluer drinking boules, - and 
the like trifles, valued in-all at about 360000. pezocs.' Ve gaue 
the maſter alittle linnen and thelike, for theſe commodities; 
andattiieend of fixe dayes we bad farewell and parted. Hee 
haſtening ſomewhat lighter thea before ro Panama, we ply- 
ing offro (ea, that we might with more leafure conſider whar 
courſe hence forward were ficteſt to be taken. 

And confidering that now we were come to the Northwaxd 
of the line (Cape Fraxciſcoſtandivg inthe entrance of the bay of 
Panama, in 1. deg. of North latitude) and that there was no 


4ikelihoodor hopethar our ſhips ſhould be beforevs that way 


by any mcanes: ſecing that in running ſo many degrees from the 

Southermoſt Ilads hitherto,we could not haue any ſigne or no- 
tice oftheir paſſage that way,notwithſtandingrthac we had made 
ſo diligent ſearch, and carefull enquirie after them, in euery har- 
.bour or'creeke almoſt as we had done ;andconfidering allo that 
thetime of che yeare now drew on, wherein we muſt atrempr,or 
of neceſſicie wholly giue ouer that ation which chiefly our Ge- 

nerallhad determined :namely,the diſcouery of what paflage 

therewas to be found, about the Northerne parts of America, 

from the South fea, into our owne Occan(which being once 

diſconeret,, and madeknowneto: be natiigable, we ſhouldnor 

onely do ourcountrie agood and notable ſeruice, but we allo 

our ſclues, ſhould hauec a neerercut and paſſage home : where 
otherwiſe,we were to makea very long and tedious voyage of it, 

which would hardly agree with. our good liking, we hauing 

beeneſolongfrom homealready, and 10 much of our {trengeh 
ſeperated from vs)which couldnor atallbe done, if the oppor- 

unity of time were now negleRed : wetherefore all ofvs wil. 
lingly harkened, and conſented to ourgeneralls aduice: which 
was,firſtto ſeeke out ſome conuenient place, whereinto trimme 
our ſhip, and tore our-felues with wood and waterand: other 
proviſions, as wecould.yer: and;thencetorward to haſtenon 
our intended journey, for the dilcouery ofthe faid paſſage, 
| through 
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through which we might with joy returne to our longed 1579 


homes. 


From this cape before we ſer onward Marchthe 7. Gaping March 7+ 


our courſe towards the I'and of Carnes, with which wefe 


March 16. ſetling our ſclues for certaine dayes, in afreſh riucr, 1;arch 16. 


betweene the maineandit, for the finiſhing of our needfull bu- 
ſineſſes as it is aforeſaid, Vhile we abode in this place, we felt a 
very terrible carthquake, the force whereof was ſuch, that our 
ſhip andpinnace, riding very neere an Engliſh mile from the 
ſhoare, were ſhaken and did quiuer as ifit had beene layd on 
drie land : we fonnd here many good commodities which wee 
wanted, as fiſh, freſh water, wood &c. beſides Alagartoes, 
Munckeyes and the like, and in our iourny hither, we met with 
one ſhip more(the laſt wee met with in all thoſe coaſtes)loaden 
with-linnen,China-falke and China-diſhes, amongſt which wee 
found allo a Faulcon of gold, handſomly wrought, with a great 
emerald ſetin the breſt of ir. 


From hencegve parted the 24. day of the moneth forena- March 24. 


med, wich fall purpoſe torunnethe neereſt courſe, as the winde 
would ſuffer vs, without touch of land a longtime; and there- 
forepaſled by port Papagaia; the port of the Vale, of themoſt 
rich and excellent balmes of Iericho; Quantapico; and diuerſe 
others : as alſo certaine gulpkes hereaboutrs, which without in- 
rermiſſon, ſend forth ſuch centinuall and violent windes, that 
the Spaniards, :thovgh their ſhips be good, dare nor venture 
themſclues too neere the danger of them. 

Noewichſtanding, hauing notice that we ſhould berroubled 
with often calmes, and contrary windes, if we cotinued neere 
the coaſt, and did not runne of to ſeato fetchrhe winde, and 
that ifwe did ſo, we could not then fall with Tand againe when 
we would: our generall thought it needfull, that we ſhould 
runne in with ſome place or other, before our departure from 
thecoaſtzro fee if happily wee could; by traffique, augment 
ourproviſiggttof viduals, and other neceffaries :ithat being ar 
ſea; we might-not be driven ta * Oy want or neceſſi- 
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tie, albeit wee had reaſonable ſtore of good things aboard vs 
already, 

The next harbor therefore which we chanced with,on April 
I5-in 15.deg. 40. min. was Guatulco ſo named of the Spani- 
ards who inhabited it, with whom we had ſome entercoutſc, to 
the ſupply of many things which we defired,and chicfely bread 
&c. And now hauing reaſonably, as wee thought prouided 
our ſelues,. we departed from the coaſt of America for the pre- 
ſent : bur not forgetting, before we gate a-ſhipboard, to take 
with vs alſoacertaine pot(ofabour a buſhell in bigneſſc)tull of 
ryalls of plate, which we found in the towne: togerher with a 
chaine of gold, and fome other iewells, which we intreated a 
gentleman Spaniard to leaue behinde him, as he was flying our 
of rowne. ; Hy cl] \ 

From Guatulco we departed the day following, viz: Aprill 
16, ſetting our courſe dire&tly into the ſea: whereon we ſayled 
50. leagues in longitude, to get a winde : agg betweene that 
and Iune 3, 1400. leagues inall, till we canQzgnto 42.deg, of 
North laticude, where in the night following, we found ſuch 
alterationof heate, into extreame:and nipping cold; that our 
menin generall, did grieuouſly complaine thereof fome of 
them feeling their healths much impaired thereby, neither was 
it, that this chanced inthe night alone, bur the day following 
carried with ir, not onely the markes, but the ſtings and force of 
the night going before; ro the great admiration' of vs all; tor 
beſides that the pinching and biting aire, was nothing altered; 
the very roapes of our ſhip were ſtiffe, andtheraine which fel], 
was an vnnatural congealed and frozen.ſubſtance,ſo that we ſee- 
med ratherto bein the frozen Zone, then any way ſo neere vn- 
to the ſun, or theſe hotter climates. &1 94 

Neither did this happen for the time onely, or by ſame ſud. 
den accident, but rather ſeemes indeed, ro proceed from fome 
ordinary cauſe, againſt the which the heate of the ſun preuailes 
not, for it came to that-extremity, in ſayling buCapdeg. farther 
tothe Notthwardia our courſe: that though ſea-men lack not 
good 
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ood ſtomaches, yet it ſeemed a queſtion to many amongſt ys, 
Chicks their _—_ ſhould feed + are mouthes, candia keepe 
themſclues within their couerrs, from the pinching cold that 
did benumme them. Neither could we imputec itto the tender- 
neſſe of our bodies, though we came lately from the extremitie 
of heare, by reaſon whereof we might be more ſenſible of the 
preſent cold: infomuchas the dead and ſenceleſſe creatures, 
were as well affeted with it as our ſelues, our meate as ſoone 
as it was remooucdfrom the fire, would preſently in a manner 


be frozen vp; and our ropes and tackling, in few dayes were ' 


growne to that ſiffeneſſe, rhat what 3. menafore were able 
with them to performe, now 6, men with their beſt firength, 
and vttermoſt endeauour, were hatdly ableto accompliſh: 
whereby a ſudden and great diſcouragement ſeaſed vpon the 
mindes of our men, and they were poſſeſſed with a great miſ- 
like, and doubtiug of any good to be.done that way, yet would 
not our general,be diſcouraged,bur as wel by comfortable ſpee- 
ches, ofthe diyine prouidence, andof Gods louing care ouer 
his children, out of the ſcriptures; as alſo by other good and 
proficable perſwaſions, adding thereto his own cheertull exam- 
ple, he ſo ſtirred them vp, to pur on a good courage, and to 
quite themſclues like men, to indure ſome ſhort extremity, to 
hauethe ſpeedier comfort, and a little trouble, to obtaine the 
gun glory that euery man was through!y armed with wil. 
ingneſT2, and reſolued toſee the vttermoſt, ifit were poſlible, of 
what good wasto be donethat way, 

The-land in that part of America, bearing farther out into 
the Weſt, then we before imagined, we were necrer on it then 
wee were aware; and = the neerer ſtill wee came vnro it, the 
more extremitie of col 
wee were forced by contrary windes, to run in with the ſhoare, 
which we then firſt deſcried z and ro caſt anchor ina bad bay, 
the beſt goade we could for the preſent meete with : where wee 
were nGwichour ſome danger, by reaſon ofthe many extreme 


guſts, and flawes that beate vpon = which ifthey ceaſed and 
2 were 
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were ſtill at any time, immediatly vpon their intermiſſion, there 
followed moſt vile, thicke, and ſtinking fogges; againſt which 
the ſea preuailed nothing, till the guſts of wind againe removed 
them, which brought with thee, ſuch extremity and violence 
when they came , that there. was no dealing or reſiſting againſt 
them, | 

Inthis place was no abiding for vs; aadto go further North, 
the extremity of the cold (which had now vrterly diſcouraged 
our men) would nor permitvs and the winds directly bent 
againſt vs, having once gotten vs vnder ſayle againe, comman- 
ded vs tothe Southward whether we would or no. 

From the height of 43. deg. in which now we were,to 38.we 
found the land by coaſting along(t it to bee but low and reaſo- 
nable plaine : euery hill {whereof we ſaw many, butnone verie 
high)chough it were in Iunce, and the Sunne in his-neerel? ap- 

och vnto thembemgcouered with ſnow. 

In 38 deg. 30. min. we fell with a.conuenicntand fit harbo- 
rough, and lune 17. cameto anchor therein : where we conti- 
nuedrtill the 2 3-day of-Tuly following. Daring all whichtime, 
notwithſtanding it wasin the height of Summer, and ſo neere 
the Sunne yet were wee continually viſited with like nipping. 
colds, as we had felt before : infomuch thar if violent exerciſes 
of our bodics, and bufic imployment about our neceflarie la- 
bours,had not ſometimes compeld vs to the contrary, wecou!d: 
very well hauc beene contented ro haue kept about vs ſtill ovr- 
Viater clothes; yea(had our neceſſities (uffered vs) to have 
kept ourbeds; neither could we at any time'in whole fourtcene 
daycs together , findthe aire fo cleare as tobe able to take the 
height of Sunne or ſtarre. 

And here hauiog ſo fit occaſion, (notwithſtanding it may 
ſceme to be beſides the purpoſe of writing the hiſtory of this our 
voyage) we willa little more diligently inquire into the cauſes 
ol the continuance ofthe extreame coldin theſe parts ;; as alſo 
intothe probabilities or vvlikelihoods of apaſſagero Be found 


that way. Nether was it (as hath formerly beene rouched)the 
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tendetneſſe of our bodies, comming (o larely our of the heate, 
whereby the poores were opened, that made vsſo ſenſible of the 
colds we here felt : inthis reſpe@, as in many others, we found 
our God aprovident father, andcarcfull Phyſitian for vs. We 
lacked no outward helpesnor inward comforts, to reſtore and 
fortific nature, had it beene decayed or weakened in vs3neither 
was there wanting to vs the great experience of our Generall; 
who had often himſclte proved the force of the burning Zone; 
whoſe aduice alwayes:preuailed muctr ro the preſeruing of a 
moderatc temper in our conſtitutions: ſa that euen after our 
departure. from the neate wee alwayes found our bodies not as 
ſponges, but ſtrong and bardned, mare able to bearc out cold, 
though we came out of cxcefle ofheate;then a number of cham- 
ber champions could hane beene,wholye'on their feather-beds' 
til] they go to ſea, or rather whoſe iteerbiin a remperate aire do 
beate in their heads;at a cup of cold Sackand ſugar by the fire, 
And that it was. not our ternidernes, bur the very extremitie of 
the cold ir ſelfe,that cauſed this ſenſiblenes in vs,may the rather 
appeare uithat the naturall inhabiraurs of the place(with whom 
we had for along ſeaſon familiar intercourſe, asis ro berelated) 


who had never beene acquainted with fach heate; to whomthe- 


countrey,ayre; andcliwate was proper; and in whom cuſtome 
of cold was as itwere a ſecond nature :yervſed tocome ſbiue- 
ring to vs in their warme furres ; crawding cloſe together body 
to body; 1 tecciueheate one of another; and ſheltring: theme 


ſelucs xgdyt a lee bancke;atir were poſhblez and as often as they- 


could, ybouringtaſhroude themſclues vnder our garments al- 
ſo, to keepe them ware. Beſides how vnhandſome and-defor- 
med appearedthe faccofthe carth it ſelfe'! ſhewing trees with» 
out leaues, andthe grovndwithour greennes ip thaſe monerhs 
of Iunc and Iuly: The paare birds and folles notdaring {x we 


had great experience to obſttuen) aot daring ſo:much aFonce - 


to ariſe. from their neſts; aker thefirflreggelayedpriltir with all 

therclt be hatched,and braughtwadoine ofnarutt;able 

to helpeu (clic,: Qnely: hiv Ns OE OBI vant 
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them,thatthe heate of theirowne bodies being exceeding prear, 
it perfeReth the creature with greater expedition,andin ſhorter 
time then is to be found in many other places. 

As forthe cauſes of this A_ they ſeeme not to beſo 
deeply hidden,but that they may art leaſt in part be gueſſed at: 
The chiefeſt of which-we conceiuc to be the large ſpreading of 
the Aſian and Ameticancontinent , which (fomewhar North- 
ward of theſe parts)if they. be not fully ioyned, yet ſeeme they 
ro come very necre oneto the other. From whoſe high and. 
ſnow-couered mountaines, the North and Notth weſt winds 
(the conſtantviſitants of thoſe coafts) ſend abroad their frozen 
nimphes, to the infeing of the whole aire with this inſuffera- 
ble ſharpneſle : notpermitting the Sunne, no not in the pride 
of his heate, to diflolue that congealed matter and fnow, which 
they hauc breathed Qurſonigh the Sunne,and ſo many degrees 
diſtant from themfelues; And thatthe Notth and North-weſt 
winds are here conſtant Tune and Iuly , as che North wind a- 
lone is in Auguſt and September we nor onely found it by our 
owne experience,but were fully confirmed in the opinion there- 
of, by the. continued obſervations ' of the -Spaniards. 'Hence 


- comes the generall ſqualidieffe and baxrenneflc of the countrie; 


hence'comes it, that in the middeſt of their Summer}, the ſnow 
hardly departeth cuen from theic very doores , bur'isneuer ta- 
ken away from their hils at all; hence come rhoſe thicke mifts 
and moſiſtinking fogges, which increaſe fomuch the wore;by 
how much higher the pole is raiſed : wherein a blind pilot-iv-as 
good as the beſt direor of a courſe; For the Sunne ſtriving ro 
performe his narurall office, ineleuating-the vapors out of theſe 
inferior bodies; draweth neceſſarily abundance of moiſture out 
of the ſca: but the. nipping old (from-rhe former cauſes) mee- 
ting and oppeling the Sunnes indeuour, forces him to giue ouer 
his worke imperfe&: and inſtead of higher elevarion,toleaue in 
the loweſtregion, wandering vpon the face of the carth and wa- 
ters,as itwere a ſecond ſea:through which its 0wne beames can- 
notpallibly picrce,vnlefle fometunes when the ſudden m—_ 
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of the winds doth helpe ro ſcarter and breake through it; which .r558, 


thing happeneth very ſeldome, and when it happeneth is of no 
continuance.Some of our marriners in this voyage had former. 
ly becne at Wardhoulſe, in 72. deg; of North latitude: who yer 
afficmcd, that they felt no ſuch nipping cold there ity the end '6f 
Summer, when they :departedrhence, as they did here/in-thofe 
hotteſt moneths of Lune and luly. 

Andalſofrom theſe reaſons we coniecuure; that either-rthere 
15no paſlage at all through theſe Nontherne« coaſts: (which is 
molt likely)or ifthere be,tharyer ic is vnnauigable; Atde here- 
unto, that thoughwe fearchedrheoaaſt Uiligently , eten-vntb 
the 48. deg. yet found wenotthe land, ro-trend ſo muctvas one 
point in any place towards the Eaſt, butrather runfing 6n con- 
tiaually Northweſt, as if it went directly tormeer with Aſia; and 
euen in that height when we hada fratike wihd, to hauetarried 
vs through, had there —— had aſmooth and 
calme ſca, with ordinary flowing and reflowivg ,- which could 
not haue beene, had there beene a frere-; of which werather in- 
fallibly concluded then conieured, that thetewas none.But to

\Thenext ddyafter ourcomming tommehorinthe aforeſaidſhit- Tune 18, 


bour, the people of the countrey ſhewed theinſelues ; ſending 
off a man with great expedition to vs ina canow. VVho being 
yet but a little trom the ſhoare; and agrear way frowvout ſhip, 
ſpake to vscontinually!ashe cametowingon;” And tit laſt at a 
reaſonable diſtance' ſtaying himiſelfe, he began more ſolemnely 
a long and tedious oration, after bis manner : viirig in the delt- 
ueric thereof, many geſtures and fignes; moving his hands, tur- 
ning bis head andbody many wayes z;nd after his ofation cn- 
ded,with great ſhew of reucrevee andſubmiſſion;returned back 
to ſhoareagaine. He ſhortly canie againe thefecond time ih like 
manner, andſo the thirdrime:VVhen he brought wich him (as a 
preſent from the reſt) a bunth of feathers,much like the feathers 
of ablacke crow , very neatly and artificially gathered vpon a 
ſtring; and drawne togecher ins round bundle; any. tom 
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1579. Eleancand finely cut,and bearing in lengrh an equall proportion 


one with another; a ſpeciall cognizance (as wee afterwatds ob- 
ſerued) which they that guardrtheir kings perſon, weare on their 
heads. Withthis alſo he brought a little basker made of ruſhes, 
and filled with an herbe which they called Tz64b,” Both which 


being tyed ro aſhort rodde,heccalt into aur boare;Our Generall 


intended to haue recompenced him immediartly with many 
goodhings, tie would haue beſtowed vpon him : but entring 
into the boate todeliver,the ſawe, the could nor be drawne to

When they cameto the top of the hill, at the bottome 
whereof wee bad built our fort, they made aſtand; where one 
(appointed as their chiefe ſpeaker) wearied both vs his hearers, 
and himſelfe too, with a and tedious oration : deliuered 
with ſtrange and violent geſtures, his voice being extendedto 
the vitermoſt ſtrength of nature, and his words ling fo thicke 
one in the neck of another, that he could hardly fetch his breath 
againe : as foone as he had concluded, all the reſt, with areve- 
rend bowing of their bodies(in a dreaming manner, and long, 
producing ot the ſame )cryed 0h : thereby giuing theirconſents, 
thar all was very true which he had ſpoken, and that they had vt- 


tered their minde by his mouth vnto vs; which done, the men | 


laying downe their bowes the hill, and leauing their wo- 
nad children ran downe with their pre» 
ſents; inſuchfort,as if they had. appeared betore a God in- 
deed: thinking themſclues happy, that they might haue accefſe 
vnto our generall, but much more happy, when they ſawe that 
he would recciue at their hands, thoſe things which they ſo-wil-

cut fouhd-at-cieclewiſe, hanging downe very low vpon their 
chetkes, wherein they hang things of a reaſonable weight: the 
nailes on the fingers of ſome of them,were atleaſt an inch long, 
andtheic teeth as blacke as pitch ;the colour whereof they vſe ro 
renquiby ofteo'eatingofanherbe,with a kind of powder,which 
inaganethey:carricabaurtthem tothe fame purpoſe. Thefirft 
fart-and company of thoſe.canowes breuig come to our ſhip 
(whichthen by rcaſorrofa ſcant wind made little way) very ſub. 
tilly and againſt their natures, began in peaceto trathque with 
vs, gining.vs one thing for another very orderly , intending (as 
We perceived) hereby ro workea greater miſchiefe to vs:Increa- 
ring vs by ſigns moſt carneſtly ro.draw neerct' towards the 
ſhote, thatthey might (if poſſible) make the cafier prey both of 
the ſhipandys. But theſe paſſing away, and others continually 
reſorting, wee were quickly able rogueſſe at them what they 
were: For if they Treceined any.thing once into their hands, they 
would neither: gitte- recompence: nor-reſtitution of it ,. bur 
thought what cuer they could finger to bee their owne : Ex- 
peRing alwayes with browes of braſſe to receiue more, bur 
would part with nothing: Yea being reieed for their bad dea- 
ling, as thoſe-with whom we would have no morero do, viing 
vs ſo eutilly, they could not beſatisfied till they had giuen thear. 
tempt corevenge themſtlues, becauſe we would norgiue them 
whatſoeuer they would hatic for nothing: 'And having ſtones 
good ſtore in their canowes;let fliea maine of themagainſt vs. 
Ie was farre from our Generals meaning to requite their walice 
by like iniurie, Yet that they mightknow that he had power to 
doe them harme (ithehadliſted) he cauſed a great pecce to be 
hor off not to hurtthem but to affright them. Which wroughe 
the deſired effet amongſt them, for at the noiſe thereof, they 
eucry one lcapedout of his canow into the water, and diuing 
vnder the keele of their boares,ſtaied them fromigoing any way 
till our (ſhip was gone. a good way from them, Then they all. 
lightly recoueredinto their canowes; and got tliem with ſpeed 
towardthe ſhoare, 

Notwith- 
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Notwithſtanding other new companies (bur allofctheſame 
mind) continually made teſort vato vs. And ſeeing thar there 
was no good to be got by violence; they pur on a ſhew of ſee- 
ming honeſtic, and offering in ſhew: to deale with vsby way of 
exchange; vnder that pretencethey cunningly fell a filching of 
what they could,and one of them puld a dagger and knivesfrom 
oneofour mens girdles,and being required toireſtore it apaine, 
he rather vcd what meanes he could 'ro catch ar more.Neither 
could wear all beto ridde ofthis vogracious company till we 
made ſome of them feele ſome ſmart as well as terror: and ſo we 
left that place by all paſſengers to bee knowne hereafter by the 
name of the /fxndof Theewes. : qe 1 

Tillthe third of Oober wee could nor get cleare of theſe 
conforts, but from thence we contiriued our courſe without 
ſight of land till the 16. ofthe ſame moneth , when we fell with 
foure Ilands ſtanding in 7. deg. 5; min. tothe Northward of the 
line. VVecoaſted themrill che 2 r. day, and then anchored and 
watered yponthe.biggeſt of them called Mindanao.The 22,0f 
October as we paſt berweene two Ilands, about fixe or eight 
leagues South of Mindanao,there came from themrtwo canows 
to hauc talked with vs, and we would willingly hauc'talked with 
them, butthere aroſe ſa much wind that put” vs'from them to 
the Southwards. 'ORober 25. wepaſled by the Iland named 
Tala in 3.deg.40. min. we ſaw tothe Northward of it'three or 
foure other Ilands, Teds, Selar Saran, (three Tlands'ſo named 
to vs by an Indian)the middle whereof ſtands in 3. deg. wepaſt 
the laſt ſauce one of theſe, &the'firſt day ofthe following moneth 
in like manner, wepaſt the Ne Suro in'1.deg. 30. min. and the 
third of Nouember wee came infight of theTlands ef the Mo- 
luccacsas wedefired, 

Theſe are fourc high piked Ilands, their names, Tirenate, Ti- 
adore, Maichan, Batchas, all of them very fruitfull, and yeelding 
abundanceof cloues, whereof wee furniſhed our ſelues of as 
much as wedefiredara very cheape rate, Arthe Eaſt of thera 
lyes a very great Iland called Gi/o/a. \

Wedire&ed our courſeto haucgone to Tidere, but in coa- 
fling along alittle Iland belonging to the king of Terenate, No- 
uemb. 4. his deputy or Viceroy with all expedition came offto N 08s 4s 
our ſhip in acanow, and without any feare or doubting of our 
good incaning came preſently aboard.” Who after ſome confe- 
rence with'our Generall,intreated him by any meanesto runne 
with Terenaze,not with T idore,aſſuring him that his king would 
be wondrous glad of his comming, and bereadyto do for him 
what he could, and whar our Generall in reaſon ſhouldrequire: 
For which purpoſe he himſelfe would that night bee with his 
king tocarty himthe newes : with whom it he once dealt, he 
ſhould find,that as he was aking ſo his word ſhould ſtand;wher- 
as if he dealt with the Portingals {who had the command of 
T:dore) he ſhouldfindin them nothing bur deceir and treache- 
ry. And beſides that if he went to Tidore before he came to Tere» 
wate, than would his king haue nothing to doe with vs, for he 
held the Portingall as an enemy, Ontheſe per{waſtons our Ge- 
nerall reſolucd ro runne with Terenate, where the next day very 
early inthe morning we came to anchor: And preſently,our Ge- 
neral ſent a meſſengerto the king with a veluer cloake, for a pre- 
ſear\and token that his comming ſhould be in peace : and that 
he required no other thing at his hands , but that (his vicuals 
being ſpentin ſo long a voiage) he might haue ſupply from him 
by way of traffique and exchange of marchandiſe (whereof he 
had ſtore of divers ſorts) of ſuch things as he wanted. VVhich 
he thought he might be the bolder to require at his hands, both 
for that the thing was lawfull, and that he offered himno preiu- 
dice or wrorg therein, as alſo becauſe he was intreated to re- 
paire to that place by his Viceroy at Mutir, whoaflured him of 
neceſſarie proviſion in ſuch manner as now he required the 
ſame. 

Before this the Viceroy according to hispromiſe had beene 
withthe king, fignifying voto him what a mighty Prince and 
kingdome we belonged vnto, what good things the king mighe 
receiuefrom vs, not onely now, but for hereafter by way of 

trafique: 
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1579, traffique: yea whathonour and benefic it might beto him,tobe 


io ledgue and friendſhip with ſo noble and famous a Prince as 
weſcrued : And farther what a diſcouragement it would be to 
the Portugals his enemies to heare and ſee it:In hearing whereof 
the king was ſo preſently moved to the well liking of the matter, 
that before our meſſenger cobldcome halfe the way ,. he had 
fent the Viceroy with-diuers others of! his Nobles and Coun- 
cellors to our Generall,with ſpeciall meſſage that he ſhould nor 
onely haue what things he needed,or would ccquire with peace 
and friendſhip, but that he would willingly entertaine amitie 
with ſo famous and renowned a Princes as was ours, and that 
if it ſeemed good in her eyes to accept of it, he wou'd ſequeſter 
the commodities and traffique of his whole Hand from others, 
eſpecially from his enemies the Portugals (from whom he had 
nothing but by the ſword).and referue it to the intercourſe of 
our Nation, if we would embrace it : In roken whereof he had 
now ſcnt toour Generall his fignet,and would within ſhort time 
after, come in his owne perſon with his brethren and Nobles 
with boats or canowes into our ſhip, and be a mneancs of bring- 
ing her intoaſafer harbour, | 

Whilethey were delivering their meſſageto vs, our meſſen- 
ger was come vntothe Court , who being met by the way by 
certaine noble perſonages, was with great ſolemnitic conucicd 
into the kings preſence: at whoſe hands he was moſt frienely 
and gracioutly entertained, and hauing delivered his errandto- 
gether with his preſent vnto the king, the king ſeemed to him to 
judge himſelte blame-worthy, that he had nor ſooner haſted in 
perſon to-preſent nunſelfe to our Generall, who came {o farre 
and from fo greata Prince; And preſently with all cxpedi-ion,he- 
made ready himſelfe with the chicfeſt of all his Statcs and 
Counccllorsro make repaire vato vs. 

The manner of his comming as it was princely, ſo truly irſce- 
med to vs very ſitange & maruclious : ſctying at the preſent nop 
fo much to fer out his owne rayall and kingly ſtate (which was 
great) as t0.do lionour to ker highneſle to whom we belonged, 

| whercin 
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whereih how willingly be imployed/himſelfe , the ſequdll will 
make manifeſt, oh 

Firſt therefore, before his comming, did he ſend off 3, great 
and large Canowesz incach whereof, were certaine of the grea- 
reſtperlonages thx were about him, atticedall ofrhem in white 
Lawaezor clath of Calccut, hauing ouer their heads, from one 
end ofthe Canowtothe other, a couering of thinne and fine 
mats, borne vp by a frame made otrecedes, vadex which every 
mana ſace in order according to his dignity ; the hoary heads of. 
many ofthem, ſer forth the greatcr reuerence due totheir per- 
ſons, and manifeſtly ſhewed. that the king vicd the aduice of a 
= and prudent Counſell, :n his affaires. Beſides theſe, were 

igerſc others, young and comely men, a great number atrired 
in white as were the other, bur with manitcſt differences : ha- 
uing their places alſo vnder the ſame covering, bur in inferior 
order, as thcir calling required, 

Thereſt of the men were ſouldiers, who ſtoodin comely or- 
der round about on both fades; on the ourfide of whom, againe 
did fir the rowers in certaine galleries, which being 3, on cach 
fide all alongſt che Canow, did lie off from the fide thereof, 
ſome 3. or 4. yards, one being orderly builded lower then the 
other: in cucry of which galleries was ane<quall number of 
banckes,whereon did (icthe rowers,about the number of foute- 
ſcoure in one Canow: In the forepart of cach Canow, fate two 
men, the one holding a Tabrer, the other a picce of braſle, 
whercon they both at once ſtroke; and obſeruing adue time 
andreaſonablcſpace betweene each ſtroake,by the ſound there- 
of, dire&ed the rowers to keepe their {troake with their oares z 
as on'the contrary, the rowers ending their ſtroake with a ſong, 

aue warning to theothers to (trike againe ; and ſo continued 
. their way with maruclous {wiftneſle : neither were their 
Canowes naked or vnfurniſhed of warlike municion, they had 
each oftheE;at leaſt one ſmallcaſt piece of about a yard in length 
mounted vpona ſtocke, which was ſet vpright , beſides cuery 


man except the rowers, had his ſword, dagger, and target, and 
M 2 ſome 
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ſome of them ſome other weapons, as, lances, calliuers,bowes; 
arrowes, and many darts. | 

Theſe Canowes comming neere our '(hip inorder, rowed 
round about vs one after another ; and the men as they paſſe by 
vs, did vs a kinde of homage with great ſolemnity, the greatett 
perſonages beginning firſt, with reuercnd countenanceand be- 
hauiour, to bow their bodics euen to the ground: which done, 
they put our gwne meſſenger aboard vs againe, and ſignified to 
-vs, that their king(who himſelfe was comming)had ſent them 
before him, to condudt our ſhip into a berter roade, defiring a 
halſerto be giuen them forth, that they might employ their 
ſeruice as their king commanded, .in towing our ſhiptherewith 
to the place aſſigned. 

The king himſelfe was not farre behinde, buthe alſo with 6. 
graue and ancient fathers in his Canow approaching, didat 
once together with them, yeeld vs a reuerend kinde of. obey- 
ſance in farre more humble manner, then was to beexpeRed; 
he was ofa tall ſtature, very corpulent and well ſet together, of 
a very princely and gratious countenance z his reſpe& amonglt 
his owne was ſuch, that neither his Viceroy of Mutir aforena- 
med, nor any other of his counſcllers, durſt fpeake varo him 
but vpontheir knees, not riſing againe till they were licenced, 

Whoſe comming as it was tour generall, no {mall cauſe of 
goodliking, ſo was he receiued inthe beſt manner we could, an- 
{werable vato his ſtate : our ordinance thundred, which wee 
mixed with great ſtore of ſmall ſhot, among which ſounding 
our trumpets, and other inſtruments of muſick, both of ſill and 
loud noiſe, wherewith he was ſo much delighted,thatrequeſting 
our muſick to come into the boate,, hee ioyned his Canow 
tothe ſame, and was towed at leaſt a whole houre together, 
with the boate at the ſterne of our (hip: Beſides this, our gene- 
rallſent him ſuch preſents, as he thought, might both requite 
his curteſy already received, and worke a farther confirmation, 
of that goodliking and friendſhip already begunne. 

The king being thus in muſicall paradiſe, and cnioying that » 

: | where- 
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whetewith he was ſo highly pleaſed; his brother named Hors 
with no lefſe: braucry, chen any of tbe reft, accompanicd alſo 
with a greatnumber of gallant followers, madethe like repaire, 
and gaue vs like reſpeft; and his homage done he fell aſterne of 
vs, till we came to anchor: neither did our generall leauec his 
curteſie vnrewarded, but bountifully pleaſed him. alſo; before 
we parted, | | 

The king as ſoone as we were come to anchor, craued par- 
don to be gone, andfo tooke leaue, promiſing vs, thatthe next 
day he would come aboard, and in the meane time would pre- 
pare and ſend ſuch viftualls, as were requiſite and neceflary for 
our prouiſton. Fat j 

Accordingly the ſame night, and the morrow following, we 
recciued what was there to be had, by way of traffique, to wir, 
rice in pretty quantity, hennes, ſugar canes, imperfect and li- 
quid ſugar, a fruit which they call Figo(Mageliane calls it a 
figgeot a ſpan:lang; but isno other then that which the Spani- 
ards and Portingalls haue named P/antanes)Cocoes and akind of 
meale which they call Szgo, made of the toppes of certaine 
trees, taſting in the mouch like ſoure curdes, but meltes away 
like ſugar ; whereof they make a kinde of cake which will keepe 
good atleaſt 10, yeares zof this laſt we made the greateſt _ 
tity of our prouiſion; fora. few cloues wee did alſo traffique, 
whereof for F{mall marcer, wee might haue had greater ſtore, 
then we could well tell where to beſtow : bur our generallscare 
was, thartheſhip ſhould notbe too much peltered or annoyed 
therewith, 

Ax the time. appointed, our generall(hauing ſet all things in 


- order to receive him) looked for the kings returne, who failing 


borh.incime and promiſe, ſent his brother to make his excuſe, 
and to intreat our generall tocome on ſhoarez his brother be. 


. ing the while tos remaine aboard, as a pawne for his ſafe reſto- 


ring: our generall, could willingly haue conſented, ifthe king 
himſelfe hadaorific broke his word : the conſideration where- 
of, bred an vtter diſtiking in rhe whole company, who by no 
3 meanes 
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meanes wouldgitte conſent, ic ſhould hazard hirſelfe, eſpect.. 
ally, forthar the kings brother had vttered certaine- words; in 
ſecret conference with our generall aboard his cabbin, which 
bred no {mall ſuſpition of ill intent; ourgenera/lbeing thusre- 
ſolued not rogoe aſhoare at that time, relerued the Viceroy for 
2 pledge, and fo feat certaine of his gentlemento the court, 
both to accompany the kings brother, and alſo with fpeciall 
meſſage tothe king himlclte. 

They being come ſomewhat neere vnto the caſtle, were re» 
eciued by another brother of the kings, and cerraine others of 
the greateſt ſtates, andcondued with great honour towards 
the caſtle, where being brought into alarge and faire houſe, 
they ſaw gathered together a great multitude of people, by ſup- 
py at leaſt 1000. the chicfe whereof, wereplaced round a- 

outthe houſe, according as it ſcemed to their degrees and cal- 
liag, the reſt remained without, : ; "n 

The houſe was in forme foure ſquare, cquercd all over with 
cloth of diverſe colours, not muchvnlike ouryſuall pentadoes 
borne vpon a frame of recdes, the fides being open from the 

round(cll tro the coucring, and furniſhed wirh feates round a» 
on : it cemes it was there councell-houſe and not commonly 
employed to any other vie. P, 

Ar the ſide of this houſe, next vnto the caſtle was ſeated the 
chaire of ſtate, hauing direRly ouer ir,and extending very large- 
ly cucry way, a very faire and rich canopy, as the ground alſo 
for ſome 10.0r 12. paſes compaſle, was coucred with cloth 
of Arras. 

Whileſt our gentlemen attended inthis place the comming 
of the king, which was about the ſpace of halfe an houre, they 
had the berrer opportunity to obſerve theſe things ; as allo that 
before the kings comming, there were already ſerthreeſcore no- 
ble graue and ancient pena, all ofthem reported to be of 
the kings priuy Councell : atthe neather end of the houſe-were 
placed agreat company of yong men, of comely perſonage and 

Attire. With out the houſe on the right fide, ſtood foure _ 
comely

comely heare-headed men , cloathed all in red downe to the 
ground, but attired on their heads nor much ynlike the Turkes 
theſe they called Romans,or ſtrangers, who lay as lidgiers there 
to keepe continuall craffique with: this people there were alfo 
two Turkes one Italian as lidgicrs ; and'laſt of all one Spaniard, 
who being f,cedby the kings outbot;the handsof the Portugals, 
19 the recoucring of the Lland, ferucd hind nowin ſtead of a 
ſouldier. | 

The king at laft comming from the caſtle; with 8, or ro. more 
graue Senators following him, had a very rich canopy/adorned 
1n the middeft with emboſſings of gold)borne oucr him, and 
was garded with 12: ances the points turned downeward: our 
men(accompavicd with Morothe kings brother) aroſe ro meet 
him,and he very gratiouſly did welcome andentertaine them, 

He was for pcrioa, ſuch as we hane before deſcribed him, of 
lowe voice, teinperate in ſpeech, of kingly demeanour, and a 
Moore by. nation. His attire was after the faſhion of the reſt of 
his countrey, but farre more ſumptuous, as his condition and 
Rate required: from the waſt to the ground, was all cloth of 
gold, and that very rich; his legges bare, bur on his fcer a paire 
of ſhooes of cordivant died red: inthe attire of his head, were 
finely wreathed in diuerſe rings of plated gold, of an inch; oran 
inch and halfe in breadth,which made a faire and princely (hew, 
ſomewhat reſembling a crewne in forme ; abour his necke hee 
had a chaine of perfe& gold, the linkes very great and onefold 
double; on-bis left hand wasa Diamond, an Emerald, a Ruby, 
and a- Turky,4,very faire and perte& jewells, on his right hand 
in one ring, a big and perfect Turky , and in another ring many 
D:amonds of a {malicr (izc, very artificially ſet and couched 
together. 

As thus he fate in his chaire of State, at his right fide there 
ſtood a page with avery coſtly fanne{richly embrodered and be- 
ſet with Saphires)breathing & gathering the aire to retreſh the 
king, the place being very hot, both by realon ofthe ſuone, and 
the aſiembly of fo greata. multicude, Aſter a while our gentle- 
men 
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1579. men hauingdeliaered their mefſage,and receited anſwer,were: 


licenced ro depart, and were ſafely conducted backs 'againe;by 
one of the chicte of thekings'Councell who had charge from 
the king himſelfe to performe the ſame. 

Our gentlemen obſeruing the caſtle as well as they could, 
could not conceiue it to be aplace of any great force: two onely 
canons they there ſay ,'and choſe at'that preſent vntrauerſable 
becauſe vnmounted, Theſe with all other furn:ture of like fort 
which they haue,they haue gotten them from the Portingals,by 
whom the caſtle it ſelfe was alſo builded, whiles they inhabited 
that place and lland. Who ſecking toſertle atyrannous goucrn« 
meat as in other placesſo) ouer this people}, and not conten- 
ting themſclucs with a better eſtate then they deſerued (excepe 
they might (as they thought) make ſure wotke by leauing none 
of the royall bloud aliue, who ſhould make challenge to the 
kingdome) cruelly murthered the king himſelfe (father to him 
who now raignes)and intended the like ro all his fonnes,VVhich 
cruelty inſtead of eſtabliſhing, brought ſuch a ſhaking on their 
vſurped cſtate,thar they were faine,without couenantingto car- 
ric away goods, munition, or any thing elſe to quitte the place 
and the whole I'and to ſaue their liues. 

; Forthe preſent king with his brethren inrenenge of their fa- 
thers murther , fo beſtirred themſelues,that the Portingall was 
wholly driven from thar Iland, and gladthat he yer keepes foo- 
ting in Tzdore. Theſe foure yeares this king hath beene increa- 
ſing, and was (as was affirmed) at thatpreſent, Lord of an hun- 
dredTlands thereabour: and was even now preparing his forces 
rohazard a chance with the Portingals for Trdvre it (clfes >* 
The people are Moores, whoſe Religioneonfiſts much incer- 
taine ſuperſtitious obſeruations of new Moones, and certaine 
ſeaſons, with arigid and ſtrickt kind of faſting. VVe had experi- 
encchereofinthe Viceroy and his retinue,who lay aboard vs all 
the rime for the moſt part during our abodein rhis place: who 
during their preſcribed time, would neither cate nor drinke,not 
ſo much as a cup of cold water in the day ({ozealeous arethey 
| in 
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intheir ſelfe deviſed worſhip) but yet in the night would cate 
rhree times, andthat very largely, This Terenate ſtands in 27. 
min. North latitude, - 

While we rode at anchor inthe harbour at Terexete, beſides 
the natiuesthere came aboard vs another, a goodly gentleman, 
very well accompanied with his interprerer, to view our ſhip, 
and toconferre with our Generall : he was apparclled niuch af- 
ter our manner, moſt neate and Covrtlike: his carriage the moſt 
reſpeRiuc,and lull of diſcreet behaviour that ever we had ſeene; 
Heetold vs that he was himſelfe bur a ſtranger in thoſe Hands, 
being anaturall of the Prouince of Paghis inChins; hisname, 
Paofrs ofthe familic of Hombs: of which familie there had 11. 
raigned in continuall fucceſſion theſe two hundred yeares, and 
king Bowog by the death of his elder brother (who dyed by a fall 
from his horſe) the rightfull heire of all Chis, is the ewelfth of 
this race:he is of 22, yeares of age: his mother yet living:he hath 
a wife, and by her one ſonne:he is well beloved, and highly ho- 
noured of all his ſubics,and liues in great peace from any feare 
of forreine inuafion : but it was not this mans fortune to enioy 
his part of this happineſle both of his king and countrey, as hee 
moſt deſired, 

For being accuſed of a capital! crime whereof though free) 
yet hecould nor cuidently make his inrocency appeate, and 
knowing the peremptory iuſtice of Chin, to be irreuocable, if 
he ſhould expeQtrhe ſentence of the Iudges, he before hand 
made ſuite to his king, that ir would pleaſe him to commir his 
trial ro Godsprovidence and iudgement,andto that end to per- 
mir him to trauell onthis condition,that ithe brought not home 
ſome worthy intelligence , ſuch as his Maieſtie had never had 
before, and were moſt fir to be knowne,and moſt honorable tor 
China, he (ſhould foreuerliue ancexile, or clfe dye for daring to 
ſer foot ayaine in his owne countrey: for he was aſſured that the 
God of heauen had care of innocency. 

The king granted his ſuire,and now he had beenethree yeares 

abroad, and at this preſent came from Tidore (where he had re- 
; N mained 
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mainedewo moneths)to ſeethe Engliſh Generall, of whom he 
heard ſuch ſtrange things, and from him (if it pleaſed God to 
afford it) to learne ſome ſuch intelligence as might make way 
for his returne into his countrey + and therefore he earneſtly in. 
treated our Generall, to make relation to him ofthe occaſion, 
way, and manner of his comming fo far from England thither, 
with the manifold occurrences that had happencd to him by 
the way. 

Our Generall gaue ample ſatisfaRion to cach part of his re- 
queſt: the ſtranger heaxkencd with great attention and delight 


| to his diſcourſe, and as henaturally excelled in memory (be« 


ſides his helpe of art to berter the ſame) ſo he firmely printed it 
in his mind, and with great reverence thanked God, who had ſo 
vnexpeRtedly broughthim, to the notice of ſuch admuable 
things. Then fell he to intreate our Generall with many moſt 
earneſt and vehement perſuaſions, that he would be content ta 
ſee his connreey before his departure any farther Weſtward, that 
it ſhould be a moſt pleaſant, moſt honourable, and meſt profi- 
tableching for him that he ſhould gaine hereby the notice,and 
carric home the deſcription of one of the moſt ancient, migh- 
tieſt and richeſt kingdomes in the world. Hereupon he tooke oc- 
cafion torelatethe number and greatnefſe of the Prouinces,with 
the rare commodities and good things they yeelded : the num- 
ber, ſtatclineſſe,and riches of their Cities,with whar abundance 
of men, victuals, munition, and all manner of neceſlaries and 
delightfullrhings they were ſtored with: In particular, touching 
ordnance and great gunnes (thelate inuegtion of aſcab-ſhind 
Frier amongſt vs in Europe)he related that in Sentien (by ſome 
called Q#inz4:) which is the chieteſt Citic of all Chize,they had 
braſſe ordnance of all ſorts (much eaſier to be trauerſed then 
ours were, and ſo perfely made that they would hit a ſhilling) 
aboue 3000. yeares agoe. With many other worthy things 
which our Generals owne experience (it it would pleaſe him to 
maketriall) would (better then his relation) aſſure him of. The 
brize would ſhortly ſerue very fuly to carric him thither, _ - 
| | himlelfe * 
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his great aduancement, and increaſe of honour with his king: 
Notwithſtanding our Generall could not on ſuch perſwaſions 
be induced , and ſo the ſtranger parted ſortie, that he could nor 
preuaile in his requeſt, yer exceeding glad of the intelligence he 
had learned. |

himſelfe would accompanie him all the way. He accounted 
himſelfe a happic man,thar he had but ſeene and ſpoken with vs; 
the relation of it might perbaps ſerue him w recouer faucur in 
his countrey : bur if he could prevaile with our Generall him- 
ſelfe ro go thither, he doubted not þut ir would be a meanes of

place could affoord vs, wee then ſer ſayie 2and conſidering that 
our ſhip tor want of trimming was nowgtawne foule, that our 
caske and veſſels for water were mucktdecayed; and that diucrs 
other things ſtood in need of reparation:our next tare was,how 
wee might fall with ſuch a place where with ſafetic we might a 
whilcſtay for the redrefling of theſe inconueniences. The calme- 
neſſe of the winds,which are almoſt continuall before the com- 
ming of the brize (which was not yet expectcd) perlwaded vs 
it was the fitteſt time that we could rake, 


With this reſolution wee ſayled along till Nouember 14. at Nod.14. 


what time we arriued at a little Iland (tothe Southward of Ce. 
lebes) ſtanding in 1, deg. 40. mia, towards the pole avrarticke: 
which being without inhabitants , gave vs the better hope of 
quiet abode. Weanchored and finding the place conuenicne 
for our purpoſes (there wanting nothing here which we.ſtood 

in need of, but onely water which wee were faine to ferch from 

another Iland ſomewhar farther to the South) made our abode 

here for 26, whole dayes together, 

The firſt thing we did, we pitched our tents and intrenched 
ourſelues as ſtrongly as we could vpon the ſhoaxe, left at any 
time perhaps we might haue beene diſturbed by the inhabirants 
of the greater Ilang which lay nor farre rothe Weſtward of vs; 
after we had prouided thus for our ſecurity , wee landed our 


goods, and had a Smiths forgeſct vp , both for the making of 
N 2 lone 
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ſome neceſſaric ſhipworke, and for the repairing of ſome iron- 
hooped cakes, without whichthey could not long haue ferued 
our vic: and for that ovr Snuths coales were all ſpent long be- 
fore this time ; there was order giuen and followed for the bur- 
ning of charcoale, by which chat want might be ſupplyed, 

Wetrimd our ſhip, andperformed our other buſineſſesto 
our content. The place affording vs not onely all neceſſaries 
{which we had nat of our owne before) thereunto, but alſo 
wonderfull refreſhing ro.our wearied bodies, by the comforta- 
ble relicfe and excellent prouiſion that here we found, whereby 
of ſickely, weake, and decayed (as many of vs ſeemed to be be+ 
fore our comming hirher} we in ſhort ſpace grew all of vs tobe 
ſtrong, luſty, and -heatthfull perſons. Beſides this , we had rare 
experience of Gods wamnderfull wiſedome in many rare and ad- 
mirable creatures whichhere we ſaw. 

The whole Ilandis athrough growne wood, the trees for the 
molt part are of largeand high ſtature, very ſtraight and cleane 
without bowes, ſane onely inthe very rop, The leaues whereof 
are not much vnlike our broomes in England: Among theſe 
trees, night by nightdid ſhew themſelucs an infinite ſmarme of 
fierie-ſeeming-wormes flying in the aire, whoſe bodies (no big. 
ger then an ordinary flic) did make a (hew, and giue ſuch light 
as ifeucry twigge oneuery tree had beene alighted candle: or 
asif that place had beene the ſtarry ſpheaze. To theſe wee may 
adderhe relation of another,almoit as ſtrange a creature,which 
here we ſaw, and that was an innumerable multitude of huge 


| Bats or reare-mice,cqualling or rather exceeding a good Henne 


in bigneſſe., They flic with. maruellous. ſwiftneſle,bur rheir flight 
is very ſhort; and when they light, they bang onely by rhe 
bowes with their backes downeward. 

Neither may wee withour ingratitude (by reaſon ofthe 
ſpeciall viſe we made of them omit roſpeake of the huge mulri- 


"tude, ofa certainekinde of Crayfith, of ſuch a {ize, that one was 


fufficient to ſatisfic foure hungry men. at a dinner, being a very 
good and reſtoratiue meate; the eſpeciall meane(as we Conceis 
uedit)of our increaſe of health, They 
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ſea, living alwaycson theland, where they worke themſelues 
earths,as do the conies,orrather they Cig great and huge caues, 
vnder the rootes of the moſt huge and monſtrous trees, where 
they lodge themſelues by companies together, Of the ſame ſort 
and kind, we found inotherplaces,about the land Celebes ſome 
that for want of other refuge, when we came to take ther, did 
clime vp into trees to hide themſelues, whether we were enfor- 
ced to clime after chem, it we would haue them, which wee 
would not ſtickero do ratherthento be without them :this I- 
land we called Crab-iland. 

All neceſſary cauſes of our ſtaying longer in this place being 
at laſt finiſhed, our general! prepared robe in areadineſſe, to 
rake the firſt aduantage of the comming of the brize or winde 
which we expeRed ; and hauing the day before, furniſhed ovr 
{clues with freſh water from the other lland, and taken in prout- 


fionof wood and thelike: December 12. we put toſca,di- Dec. 12, 
reQing our courſe toward the Weſt : the 16. day wee had fight Dec. 16. 


of the Iland Ce/ebes or S:l:bis, but hauing a bad winde, and being 
intangled among many Ilands,incumbred alſo with many other 
dificulties,and ſome dangers,& at laſt meeting with a deep bay, 
out of which we could not in three daies turne out againe, wee 
could not by any meanes recouer the North of $;/#b#4, or con- 
tinue on our courſe farther Weft, but werc ipforced to alter 
the ſame toward the South; finding that courſe alfo tobe both 
difficult and very dangerous, by reaſon of many ſhoales, which 
lay farre off, here and there among the Tlands, infomuch,that in 
2il our paſſages from England hitherto, we had neuer more 


care ro keepe our ſelues afloare,and from ſticking onthem: thus 74g, g, 


were we forcedro beate vp anddowne with extraordinary care 
and circumſpeRion till January 9, at which time , we ſuppoſed 


. thatwehadar laſt attained a free paſſage, the landturning eui- 


dently in our fight about to Weſtward, and the wind being 

enlarged, followed vs as we defired with a reaſonable gale, 
When loe on a ſudden, when weleaſt ſuſpeed no ſhew or 

N 3 ſuſpition 
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ſuſpicion of danger appearing to vs, and-we were now ſailing 
onward with full ſailes, in the beginning of the firſt watch of the 
ſaid day at night,cuen in a moment our ſbip was laid vp faſt vp. 
on adeſperate ſhoale, with noother likehhood in appearance, 
but that wee with her muſt there preſently periſh : there being 
no probabilicy how any thing could be faued , or any perſon 


ſcapealige. 


The vnexpeCtednefle of fo extreame a danger ,preſently rou- 
ſed vs vp to looke about vs, but the more we looked, the lefle 
hope we had of getting cleere of it againe, ſo that nothing now 
preſenting ir ſelfe to our mindes, but the ghaſtly appearance of 
inſtant death, affording no reſpit or time of pauſing, called vp- 
on vsto turne our thoughts another way, to renounce the 
world to deny our ſelues, and co commend our ſcelues into the 
mercifull hands of our moſt gratious God : to this purpoſe wee 
preſently fell proſtrate, and with ioyned prayers ſent vp vnto the 
throne of grace, humbly beſought almighty God, to extend his 
mercy vato vs in his fonne Chr:/# 1e/us; and lo preparing as it 
were ournecks vnto the blocke, we eucry minute expeted the 
final! Rroake ro be given vnto vs. 

Notwithſtanding that we expected nothing but imminent 
death, yet(that we might not ſeeme ro tempt God, by Icauing 
any ſecond meanes vnattempred which he afforded)pretently as 
ſoone as prayers were ended, our generall(exhorting vs ro haug 
the eſpecialleſt care of the better part, to wit, the ſoule, and ad- 
ding many comfortable ſpeeches, of the ioyes of that other life, 
which wee now alone looked for )incouraged vs all to beſtirre 
our ſelues, ſhewing vs the way therete- by his owne example; 
and firſt ofalithe pump being well plycd,and the ſhip freed of 
water, we found our Icakes ro be nothing increaſed, which 
thuugh it gaue v>no hope of deliverance, yetirt gaue vs ſome 
hope of reſpir, 1inſomuch, as it aſſured vs that the bulke was 
found, which truly we acknowledged to be an immediate proui- 
dence of God alone,inſomuch,as no (trength of wood andiren 


cauld haue polholy borne fo hard and violent a ſhocke, as our 
ſhip 


ſame; - 

Our next aſſiy was for good groundand anchor-hold.to ſea. 
ward of vs (whereonto hale)by which meanes if by any, our ge- 
nerall put vs in comfort, that there was yet left ſome hope ro 
cleere our ſelues: in his owne perſon, he therefore vnderteoke 
the charge of ſounding, and but cuenaboates length from the 
ſhip, he tound that the bottom could not by any length of line 
be reached vnto : ſo that the beginnings of hope, which wee 
were willing tohaue conceiued before, were by this meancs 
quite daſht againe; yea our milery ſeemed ro be increaſed, for 
whereas at firſt wee could looke for nothing bur a preſentend, 
that expectation was now turned, into the awaiting for a 
lingring death, of the rwo,the farre more fearefull ro be choſen: 
one thing fell our happily for vs, thatthe moſt of our men did 
not conceiue this thing, which had they done,they would in all 
likelihood haue beene fo much diſcouraged, that their ſorrow 
would the more diſable them, to haue ſought the remedy ; our 
generall with thoſe few others, that could iudge ofthe cuent 
wiſely, diſſembling the ſame, and gining in the meane time 
cheerfull fpeeches,and good incouragements vnto the reſt, 

For whiles it ſeemed to be acleere cafe, that our (hip was ſo 
faſt moared, that ſhee could not ſtirr ; irneceſſarily followed, 
that eirher we were there to remaine on the place with her or 
elſeleauing herto commit our ſelues in a moſt poore and help. 
leſſe ſtare, ro ſecke ſome other place of ſtay and retuge, the 


berter of whichtwo choice s,did carry with ir the appearance of 


worſe then 1000. dearhes. 

Astouching our ſhip, this was the comfort that (hee could 
giue vs, that (hee her ſelfe lying there confined already vpon 
the hard and pinching rocks, didtell vs plaine, that ſhee conti- 
nually expected her ſpeedy diſpatch, as ſoone as the ſea and 
windes (hould come, to be the ſeuere cxecutioners of that hea- 


uy iudgement, by the appointment of the eternall judge = 
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fhip did, daſhing herſeltexnder full faile againſt the cockes, ex> 
cept the extraordinary hand of God, had: ſupported. thz 
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dy givenypon her, who had committed her there to Adaman- 
tine bonds in a moſt narrow priſon, againſt theircomming for 
chat purpoſe: ſo that if we would ſtay with her, we mult pe- 
riſh withher; or if any by any yet vnperceiueable means, 
ſhould chance to be deliuered, his eſcape muſt needs be a per- 
petuall miſery, itbeing farre better to haue periſhed together, 
then with thelofſe and abſence of his friends, to liue in a ſtrange 
land : whether aſolitary life(the beer choiee)among wild 
beaſtes, as a bird on the mountaines withour all comfort, or a- 
mong the barbarous people of the heathen, in intollcrable 
bondage both of body and minde. 

And putthe caſe thather day of deſtruQion ſhould be defer. 
red, longer then cither reaſon could perſwade vs, or in any like- 
lihood could ſeeme poſſible(itbeing not in che power of carth- * 
ly things, to indure what ſhee had ſuffred alrcady)yercould our 
abode there profit vs nothing, bur increaſe our wretchedneſte, 
and _—_ our ſorrows, for as her ſtore and vicualls were nor 


- much(ſofficient to ſuſtaine vs onely ſome few daies, withour 


hope of having any increaſe, nonot ſo much as of a cup of cold 
water)ſo muſt it incuitably come to paſſe, that we(as children in 
the mothers wombe)ſhould be driuen cuen to cate the fleſh 
from of our owne armes, ſhee being no longer able to ſuſtaine 
vs; and how horrible a thing this would hauc proued, is eaſy by 
any one to beperceiued, 

And whither(had we departed from her)ſhould we haue re. 
cciuedany comfort; nay the very impoſſibility of going, ap- 
pearedto be no lefle, then thoſe other before mentioned : our 
boate was by no meancs able at once to carry aboue 20,perſons 
with any ſafety, and we were 58.in all, the neercſt land was fix 
leagues from vs, andthe winde from the ſhoare direQly bent a- 
gainſt vs : or ſhould we have thought of ſetting ſome aſhoare, 
andafter thatto haue ferched'the reſt, there being no place 
thercabour without inhabitants, the firſt that had landed muſt 
firſt hauc fallen into the hand of the enemie, and ſothereſt in 
order, and though perbaps we might eſcape the ſword, oo 
wou 
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would our life havebeencworkethen deatts,notialone in telſpett: 
ofourwofulF captiiity, wid bodily miſctics ;buetmoſtof alim' 
reſpe& of our Chriſtian liberty, beingro be depriyed of all pyb- 
lique meanes of feruingthe triie God, 'and continually griened 
with che horrible impierics and divelliſh idolatries of che hea- 
| Our miferie becing thus manifelt, the? very eviifideration 
wherofmuſt needs haue (haken fleſh and bloud, if fathin Gods 
promiſes had not mightily ſuſtained vs; we paſt the night with 
earneſt longings that the day would onceappeate, the mane 
eime we ſpene in often/prayers;and other godly cxereſts, theres

briog our ſclues to att humble ſubmifleon vndet thehand' of 
God, andro a referring our ſelues. wholly ro his'good will and

Tt was therefore preſently motioned, 2nd by penerall voice 
determined tocommend our'caſe-to Gud alone, leaving our 
ſelues wholly in his hand; fo ſpill or ſauevs as feeme beſt ro his 
acious Wiſedeme; And thar our' fairt mipht' bee che better 
rengrhencd, and the comforrablbapprehenfion of Gods mer- 
cic in Chriſt, bemore cleately fel; we had a Sermonand the 
Sacrameritofthe bodie and bloud 6f our Saviour celebrated. © 
4'' Aﬀec this {weet Yepaſt was thus received, and other holy ex- 
erctſes/adioyutdwhrtended, left weſhouldſceme guilty in any

ſhip by caltingſome of her gagds inta the ſea: which ching as ir 
was attempted moſt willingly, fo was it diſpatched ig very (horr 
time. So that cuenthoſethings which we. before.this time, nor 
any other in our caſe could be without, did now ſeeme as things 
onely wattbpto be deſpiſed ; yea, we-were herein {o forward, 
thas neichet.our munition for defence 4 nor the very meale for 
ſuſtentatiangf our lives could find fauour with vs, but eueric 
thing a3 itficſtame to hand went Querbogrd:affucing ovr ſelues 
ofthis, that if it pleaſed God oncexo delivervs out of that moſt 
deſperateArait wherein we were , he-woyld fight for vs againſt - 
ourcnemics, neither would he ſuffer vs to periſh for want of 
bread; But when all was done, it was not any of our endeuours, 
but Gods onely hand that wrought our deliuerie;twas he alone

The manner of our deliyery/{for therelation of it will eſpe- 
cially be.cxpe&ed) was pnely this.

'The people ave Gemilexof pandfome body, aud comely ſta- 
rure, of ciuill demeariur, very iuft in dealing, and courteous 
ro- ſtrangers, of all which-we had cuident proofe; they ſhewing 
rhemſclues moſt glad of our camngand cheerfully ready to re- 
lieuc our wants, with wharfocuer their conntty couldaffocd. 
The men goe all naked-ſaue- their heads and ſecret parts, eucry 
onchauing one rhing or other | hangiog at hiseares. Their wo-

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With this people linnen cloth (whereof chey make roles for 
their heads, and girdles toweare about their loynes ) is the beſt 
marchandiſc and of greateſt eſtimation: They are alſo much de- 
lighted with Margaretas (which in their language they call Sa- 
leta) and fuch other like trifles. 

Their Iland is both rich and fruitfull, rich in gold, filuer, top» 
per, tinne, _—_ &c. neither are they onely expert tory 
thoſe metralls, but very skillfull alſo in working of them artifici- 
ally, into diverſe formes and ſhapes, as pleaſeth. ehem beſt, 
Their fruirds are diverſe likewiſe and plentifull, as, nurmegges, 
ginger, long pepper, limons, cucumbers, cococs, figoes, lagu, 
with diucrſe other ſorts, whereof we had one in reaſonable 
quantity, in bigneſſe forme and huske, much like a bay-berry, 
liardin ſubſtance, bue pleaſant in raft, which being {od becom- 
eth ſoft, and is a moſt proftcable and nouriſhing meate : of cach 
of theſe wee received of them, whatfocuer wee defired for our 
need; infomuch that(ſuch was Gods gratious goodneſle to vs) 
the oldproucrbe was verified with vs, After 4 forme commeth s 
calme, after warre peace, after ſcarcity followetb plenty; (othartin 
all our voyage (Terenate onely excepted)ſrom our departure 
out of our owne countrey hitherto, wee found not any whete 
gercater comfort and refreſhing, then we did at this time in this 
placc; in refreſhing and furniſhing our ſelucs, here we ſpent 2,

ued. His muſicke alſo and all things elſe whereby he might'do. 
them plcalurc,wherein they tooke exceeding great delight with 
admiration, 


Oneday amongſithe reſt, viz.. March 21. Reis Dowencom ou up 


ming aboard vs, inrequicall of our muſick which was madeto 
him, preſented- our generall with his country muſick, which 
though it were ofa very ſtrange kind, yet the ſound was plea- 
ſant and delightfull : the ſame day, he cauſed an oxe alſo to be 
brought ro the waters fide, and delivered to vs, for which he 
was to his content rewarded by our Generall, with diuetſe ſorts 
of very coſtly ſilks which he'held in great eſteeme. 

Though our often giuing entertainement in this manner, did 
hinder vs much in the ſpeedy diſpatching of our bufinefles, and, 
made vs-ſpend the more dayes about them, ycrt here weifound. 
all ſuch conuenient helpes,that to our contents we atlaſt ended. 
them : the matter of greateſt importance which we did (beſides 
victualing) was the new trimming -and waſhing of- our ſhip, 
which by reaſon of our long voyage was ſo ouergrowne with a 
kind of fhel-fiſh ſticking faſt vnro her,that is hindred her excee- 
dingly, and-was a great trouble to her ſayling. 

The people (as aretheir kings) area louing, avery true, and 
a iuſt dealing people. We traffiqued with them for hens, goats, 
cocoes, plantons, and other bind of vicuals, which they offe- 
red vsin ſuch plenty thatwe might haue laden our ſhip if we had
